TT wm scfti'cely jiecdfxtl to make any 
a[}(»I<jj(y fcir o^rpriuH: to tUo publio tliu 
Vi‘i‘ur{[ of ono who ]iuj atlraotud to Jiirndolf 
Hit a iiu^tiKXiru ol' attention luid ivhnim* 
tion. Many, hc^th iu iliid country and ui 
India, have cxpvcM«C(l, and Idunhl not many 
ollioiv have fell, a iionin to know more of tUo 
(Commander <if lIodHtiu'd Korao, and ca|>tor of 
iUo Kin^: oi* l)(dhi and InA now. 

My ori|;iiiai lnti*ntion x/uh io huvo cempUod 
from joy lirotlior'H Icltviv merely un account of 
the part ho l)oro in tho lato unliappy wais I 
very Hooti, however, dotormined to extend the 
work, dO CM to emhraco the whole of his liih in 
India. 

1 folt tliat t];D public would naturally in- 
qixire Ijy what previous pvoewd of training ho 
had cuKplived, lust mox'oly Ills eousuinmato skill 
ill the yioixt game of war, but liis oxperiotico 
oi‘ Asiatics and uiawcllons inllucnce over their 
minds.

Tlioy will oxplaiu how it was that, in the inidHt 
of a strugjflo for Iho very existence cjf nnr 
empire, ho was able to cjdl into 1 icing uiid bring 
into tlic iicld around DcDii an *invincil/Io and 
all but ubiq\iitous* body <if cavalry, 

The drftg<ju*s teeth which anno up armed 
men, hud been sown by him hmg before in his 
earlici’ ciu'cw in tlie IHinjAb. Th(‘ro, hy many 
a deed of daring mid activity, hy laauy a sue- 
csssrul 8trato4^in and nudilight aurprinc*, liy 
many a desperate coutest, ho liad taught the 
Siklis fiwt to drearl him ns an eueniy, uml then 
to idolize him as a loader. Already in ili4^ 
the Governor-General had hod ‘fro<pieut occa- 
‘ sions of notiemg not only Lis personal gal- 
' lantry, but the activity, enei^y, and iutcUi- 
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' gcncc witli which ho dwcimrgcd whatever

My object hiui 1 >ccn to sliow 
wlint a ffotdirrx life in Tudiainnybo. and w)mt 
in tiis cn^f* it vni «; how wido ond varied is tlie 
Achl w1ii(di it opens for tlic excreiM of the 
highest Hud nohlcst qnnlitieft. infeliectual and 
moral, of onr luihiroi and how magniAccntly ho 
realized and gno^pod the coneeption.

I have not iittuniptvd to write a )*i'‘gr»p)iy, 
hot have alio well niy lindlter to spe^uk I'or 
hioisolf, merely supplying mvh eonneeilng 
links as sociacd ahw>lutely nett'SKiry. 

Indeed, I could do no otherwise: fur u n* 
happily, during tho twelve years of his soldier’s 
life^tbose years in which his character

WiLiiiiM Stephen IUikbs Hodsw, third son 
of Rev, George Hodeon, afterward! Archdeacon 
of StuiTord and Canon of Inched, was horn 
at Maisemore Conrt, near Gloncoeter, on 29th

Aa IV boy, hia aftectionate diapoaition and 
briglib and joyous c)iaraoter endeared hjrn 
greatly to ]m family, and made hitn a general 
farountc with all around hioi, old and young, 
nob and poor. That which charactori^ed him 
moat waa liia quiclmoss of obsorva^n and hia 
interest in everyth log goiug on about him. 
By living with hia eyea and ears open, and 
uovor sudering acytliing to escape hia notice, 
he acquired a stock of prnoticel knowledge 
wMcli he turned to good account iu hia after- 
life. With the exception of a abort time apsnt 
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with ft pvivato tutov, tho Rev. B. irai'lunil, lio 
was cducivtcd Kt homo till ho wmi tu lluh'by» 
in hi# fiftcouth year. ir<imo lilc, luiwever, 
hod not prevented luiii from jfiswinj; op im ae» 
tivo, hii;li«Hpiriled hoy, foil of (ifu ntul eoi rify.

I cannot say how mucli 1 regrot that I rIihU 
not be wclcomod in Tndia by tlio first head tif 
my dear old liouso at Rugby,* 

Prom Rugby my brolbcr wont, hi October, 
1840, to Trinity Col lego, Cuuilmdgo- Here, 
as iniglit have been expected from liin pvuvinus 
habits, ho took an active intci'cst in boating 
and ether athletic wnuxentonts, while at the 
same iimo ho by no iiieaiiri ju'gbcti'd the UKirc 
serious and iutclloctuul porsuits of 11 ic 
vereily. lie lavd a very cmwidcvahle ;u:<|uain. 
tance witli, and taste for, bfith classical and 
general literature, but a coiiHiituliuual ten¬ 
dency to headache very much stood in the 
way of any close application to books; and, 
after ho bod taken his degree ii; 1844, was 
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cn\o strong reason fur Lin deciding on an activo 
rather thnn n stctlioufl life. The Indian army 
seemed to oJTor the opening, but wlxilo 
waitltig fiir a endotfibip, iu order to pie vent 
Riipcrnimnalion ho obtained a commission in 
ihe fluovjieoy Militia ibrougli the kindness of 
Lord do Saumurc?., and tliero commenced his 
military life. IVom tlio first lie felt tliat Uio 
])rorosfnun of a soldlev was one that required 
Up ho studied, and took every opportunity of 
mastermg its principles. 

On bis Iwiviag Guernsey to enter tlxo Hon. 
Ettst India Company's serrico, Kajor-Genoral 
"W. Napier, rdonlcnAnt-OoTcrnor, bore this tea* 
Umoiiy to his clmraeter j—‘ I think he will be 
au mspiibition. to any service. His education, 
his ability, his zeal to make hlmsoLf acquvuted 
xvitb mlUtury matters, gave me tho greatest 
satisihetion during bis aermo with the miliUa/ 
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TyTY 'bi’otltev lai^tlcct tit Calciitfii <«» t)io 

of Soptciiibcr, 1845, and wjtli iw little 
delay as poiyjiblo preeeotlcd uj> the cemntry ti> 
Agra, wlicre bo found a bcoriy wclcuiiiu 
beneath the hospitable roof of tlie J ton. Jan ten 
Thomasoa, LicutonanVQovcTiior ol’ tlio Mortli* 
■West ProvinccB, an old iaiuily fi'icuul and con- 
nexion, who ^ora tlmt ihno in Iuh deiilh 
treated him witli as much aflbetion, and tuulc 
as deep an interest in bis career, aa if bo bod 
been his own son. « 

IIcJ wua appointed to do duty with the 
and Oi'iaiadiei's, then fotiiiin^' a jinrt of the 
Gtovcmor-Qencral'B escort, and accordingly hifb 
Agra on ^Tovember and.

Then you gat a sheet of paper, and vainly imagine 
jou’re writing, but the sand conceals the laet word 
you write ere the ink can dry, and yocr pens split of 
themselves with the deynees of the air. In tmth, it 
is next to impcesible to do anything while the storm 
lasts, for one’s eyes smart and ay with liie pleoitudo

I am writing from tbo lust uew Hill Station, (US’ 
covered about tljree years ago by on odvonturoi^ 
traveller, and flow eoDtaioing forty booses and 
a bflsaar. It le a ' taV or lake, of alwnt a milo in 
length, lying in a basin of tbe Tnounlains, about 
6 aoo feet above tbe sea; the bills rising aboat idco 
foot on all sidoe of it, and beauti Tally wooded from 
tbeir very simmuta down to tbe water^e brink. How 
I got here nmniiis to be told. Yon vriU remember 
that I bad applied some time ago to be tronsferred 
to tbe let Bengal Buropeau Fusiliers. Well, after 
keeping me iu suspense Eome seven weeks, and send¬ 
ing me tlio whole way from Lahoro to Baieilly hi 
April and May, I received notice that my application 
woe grnnted, and a civil roqnesl to go book again. I 
Had hod onongh of nurohing in the pluius, and 
travelling dbk woold havo been modnej^s for me, 
so 1 determined on going np into tlicbills, and making 
my way aeross the mountain ranges to Subatboo, 
wbcts my regiment is stationed. A good-natni'ed 
oivnian at BareiHy offered to tuke me with bim to 
this place, from whence I could make a good start. 
We started 011 tbe morning of tho iitli, and drove to 
Bampoor, stayed tboi'e till midnight, and then set Off 
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fov tho liills. By doyHgbt wo got to tlie edge of t1)e 
' Torai}’ tho far-famed hot-bod of fever mid tigers, 
swamps and timbor, idong tho whole ridge of tho 
Himaiajoj, efci^etching along tho ploiDs at their feet 
fa A belt of about twenty zniJct froni the Indus to tho 
Burhompootcr. Here ve found hoii« awaiting ns, 
and mounting at onoo, started for a ride of twenty- 
•even miles l>ofoi^j bioakfost. The first put of tbo 
'Terai’ is mei’Oiy n gonuiuo Irish bog, ud the oil/j 
watory diteiiea and starred locking coxvs ^out out 
' Foror’ on all sides of yon. Tho lost ten miles to 
tho foot of tlis hills is through a dense qidm of ragged 
trees in all stages of gi^owth and decay, 'horrido, 
ioonlta, hirsnta/—moist, iinpleosaut, and ugly. At 
length we reached the flni low woody mnges of the 
hills, and following the dry led of a mono hi iu sUoam, 
by noon wo doahlod tho lost ridge, and desoujiilcd Dpon 
onr loko. Xone of theso hills oro to ho compared in 
beauty u'ith Scotland and 'Wales, though very fine, 
and iuexprssvilily lofi^eshihg, almost after 

the doad flat wo have lived in so long. As soon is 
my servanle uvlvs, I staii hence by myiolf, througb 
an ualVaqiicalod sea of vast mouutuius, by way of 
liondour, for MuKoorie, to Simla and Sulixithoo. It 
ts about miles, and will take ms tliirty-two or 
thirty-four days to aoeomplisb. I moan to toko no 
pony, hut trust that my old powors of iralking and 
endurance will revive in tlie mountain air.

(eepecbiUy no 1 live day and night in the samo room 
with bim and his papers, regnlmly comp fashion), bnt 
tlmt ho wisLoa it, and 1 mnsoge to give him a slight 
helping hand by making of bia letters, and 

copying eonfidcntdol papera. lie is amazingly kind, 
and tells mo all that is going on, initiating me 
into tbe mysteriee of 'political’ businoea, and thus 
^vjpg mo more knowledge of tbinga and poi'soos 
Indian than I ehoold learn in a year of ordioory 
life, aye I or in throe ycora either. This Is a great 
advantage to my ultimate prospeota, of course inde* 
pendentiyof the power be possesses of givuigmen 
lilt in the world when I am of sufficient standing to 
bold any appointment;

It is 
iAira that tha shoo ^ooially pluclioa. All minor 
annoyaneas aro aaeily got rid o/> but ona dct 4 And a 
wonderful lack of ouo'e old fviende and old aaeooio- 
tiona. Bodety u very diSuront here from ours at 
liomOj and difforent u it ii 1 bavo eoen veiy littio of 
it. I^or am 1 , witlr my provioui habita^ age, and 
eduoatios, tlia person to fbel this on iuiUdbrent 
rantUr; bat on the oouUary, all the dmwbacks of 
Indian existeueo oome with redoubled foroo Aom iba 
greatoess of tlio contrast. Still, I do not 1 st these 
things annoy mo, or woigh do^vn my spjjits, but 
strive, by keeping up English habits, toetos, and 
fuoliugs, and looking forward to a run homo (tlius 
luring 0 motive always in view), to make tho host of 
everything as it oootirs, and to oot upon the principle, 
that mere outward cuenmetaucos don't make s man's 
Loppinoss. If I have ona fsoKng etiongor than 
another, It is coutompt for a 'regular Indian,' a man 
who thinks it fins to adopt a totally diObront sot of 
habits aad xpoinls and fuUions, until, in forgetting 
that ha is an EnglisUman, ho usually forgets also that 
he ie a Christian and a gentleman. Suoh charaoters 
ore happily rare uow, hut there are many fragments 
of it on a smaQ eoale, and always mnst be so, so long 
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tK« m^n wbo aro to support tho nAms iind powor 
of Eaglond ic Asia aro yoi\t out lioro at ao ago 
TvliCD Doithsr hf odiioatioc nor x‘ef)eoiion con they bavo 
loQiijt all or even a fraetiou of wbat those words 
imply. It would be n happy thing for India imd for 
themeolvee if all came out here at a more odvaaood 
age than now, but ont alone breaking tUrougU tho 
custom in til at respent made and provided, mnst not 
cxpoot to 0800pe ibo usual fkto, or at least the usual 
annoyauoce, of innovators. 

I bavo onjnyod my visit here very much, end 
iUougli I have not wnglit them, have made cue or 
two very ploassnt aotiualotancos, or improved tliem. 
1 have beoQ very little out, and passed iny time 
alroost eutii'oly witli Colonel Larvreoco aud hli family, 
hii ]>iothor aad the two sJeteji*i n-law. Tliiiige are 
not lookiag well on tbo fVontior. Cnehmero iind the 
bill country wont Babmit to Clholab Singh, to whom 
wo gave them over, and have been thruehing bis 
troops and killing bis miuieten; sod I expect October 
will see an avmy assembled to frighten tbom into 
submission, or ioterfbo with a aUong arm, as tbe ease 
may be. 

Wo teem bound to tee him ectabUsbod on the 
tbrono we oarvod out for him, and it is our only 
chAQce of keeping peace and order; thongb at tho 
beet bo is suoh a villain, and lO dotoeted, that 1 
imsgine it will be but a sorry state of (juietnesa 
The torreat’s smootbaeos era it dosb bolov. 

In ft letter to his wife, writtea during tbia 
visit, Sir H. Lawrence saya :—

‘ the frmily at Lichfield.*

A* I hoped wheal wrote last, I am agem writiag 
from the <apital oflKe ‘ Singhs/ bo^ aUa for the 'ibne/ 
their tmU an yt/rj macb down in the worid lince 
thie time Inat jeer, whm the 'fierce and formidnhle 
ixmf aoembled to invade our tempting provinces. 
Nearly half garrison has marched acroee the 
Eaveo, and not more than 5000 or 6ooe BiitUh 
troops now bold the fat-feipcd capital of Bunject 
Singh. 

Too most not he alaraied by the aoeonnts you w 3 I 
see in the papen by the mail of the advance of two 
fhrctf from Inhore i^d Jollimder towards Jummoo. 
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Tliof fire Qofc to take ajxj sctivo port m tite operaliorts 
of QhoUL Siogh toi* tlio reoover^ of Cuslimure 
tlie I'ebollioua Sholkh loiaQoioo^edu^^ar troopi aro 
to bold tbo Mah&i'f\j{i’8 oountry for bira while bo 
Adrancoe with hie whole dupoaohlo force, aug:montod 
bj' a 8ikli auxiliary army. 

It is probable tliat the Slieikli will give in without 
fighting oe soon u ho heart the preperatiose mode 
by both powers for bis ceeroion< Indood, a letter 
has arrived from Cnehmerc to toy lie Ui given 
in; but he 11 n wily follow, and I mightily distrust 
Uin. I only know if 7 wos in Cosh 0101*0 with my 
army at my book, 7 would uot give in oe long as a 
man woe loft to pull a trigger 1 Tlie Agent (Colonel 
lAwitnce) and I start to*niotrow evening, going 
seventy miles the first day, and hope to mch 
Bbimbur, nt the foot of ^e bills, on the lytb, 
thonce to go up and join the Maliai’^a, nud ooeom* 
pony his army to Cashmere. If he fights wo shall 
see the fun; if not, we are to acoompany liim and 
keep him from exoeeses ond iT\jnetioe in the volley, 
and reiuru here, I fancy, ia ahoiit a mouth or six 
weeks. Of ooutee, in event of the two armies comiog 
to blows, it will probably be some time longer ore 
wo return. I am delight^ at the thoughts of eoeing 
Coslimero, and am giuniog great advantage from 
being with thceo 'politicals' in tho way of learning 
the Uaguagse, and method of governing the natives. 
I have been hard at work day and night for some 
time now, writing for Colonel lAwronce. I left 
Subathoo on tbo 1 st, and bfter a ride of somo twenty 
milce through the bills, jo bed Colonel Lawrence and 
Mr. CbristiuQ, and after a shake-down in a little 
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mud bnT)gcdo^> and an amusing dinnor (samd up m 
t \70 braas basins^ atandipg on a bod), ud a brenVfast 
to jnatcli, we I'oda dovTii to Itoopur, on tho Sotl^. 
Here wo took boat, and doatod down the river to 
Peroaeporo, and cemo acroM to Liiboro during t!ie 
night in a copital barouehe belonging to tho lUuea, 
with relajs of hones and an eaoort qf oavoJry.

Our tent 11 pitched on tho top of a Httle spur fbjm 
the moonlma side, aud bonesth us lio, in quaint 
picturttquo coufbelon, scattered over tho ralloy and 
the iitl^e fltoiroaM-Ii^o rioo /lolda, the mingled hoiti 
of lAliors ood Jummoo. The ipore stalwart Sikh, 
with hie grUtled bsinl and blue turbo n of tho loan tost 
dimenaooe, aids by elds witli tlie hugo-limbcd AIT- 
ghOD, with voluminous hend-gear and mauy-eoloured 
garments. The proud Urnlimin in tlis lomo ranks 
with tho noroe * Cliildron of tlio Faithfulthe little 
active UiUraan} tho diminutive, sturdy, plattor-fooed 
Oboerka, and tho slight-mado liindoostiiuee, oollootod 
in the same tento, and oh alike clothed la acnrlocturo 
of the British uniibrm. 1 liavo been very muoli in* 
tarestod and amused by this mcrcU with a native 
army, so dhlhrent from our own proceed ings and 
onr own military iiower-^beit the British army 
wlU soon be as vuled in its composition. 

I have soon a great doaj of the oaiive Sirdars or 
ohie&, especially TeJ Singh who commanded tho Sikh 
forces in the war, and of tho Mahareja. The former 
a small, spare little man, marked with tho small-pox, 
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And fntk a tbin and Bcaot/ beard, bni ebarp and 
lutellfg^Dt, Aod by )iis o\vn account a hen. Tlic 
Mabaroja is a Cue, tall, portly maji, witli a splendid 
oxpre«8i7e &cc, and most gentlomaDly, plenamg mao- 
ncr, aad {inc-toncd voico—aliogcthifr the roost pleas- 
Jug Asistio I liATC soc&*~to oil appeaiuTKrs ibo 
gentlest of the gentle, and tho moet eineoro and truth¬ 
ful ebameter io the world; and in his habits lio is 
eertainly exemplary: but he is the cleverest hypociito 
in the world; oa sharp sod acute os possible, devoui’od 
by avarice and ambition, and when ronsed, horribly 
cruel. This latter accusation lie rebuts, by alleging 
the necoeaity of the case vid the foroedty of Choso he 
has to deal with. To ub, Iiowcvcj*, his fondness for 
flaying men alive, cutting olT their uosee .and 
cars aod hands, &o., savours rather cftlio incxcosable. 
He was occosed of having flayed za,ooo men, which 
he indignantly asserted was a monstioos calnmny* as 
he only sklniud three j attarwards ho confessed loMrrs 
hundred t Yet he is not a hit worse, and in many 
ways infinitely better, than most native piinoes. 
Lawrence doubts whether one could bo found with 
fewer faults, if placed in similar circumstances. Avit< 
ahile, to the disgraoe of his Euro^ieun blood, was far 
a:ore cruel The stories current in toePuujub cf his 
abominaiioDS ere horrible. The costnincs of these 
eliiei^ would delict you. Tbey never nsakc a mistake 
iu colours, aud iht eflhet is always good, bowover 
bright they may be. This force is (as I told you) 
moving up to turn the Sheikh Imonmoodcon, the 
rehelUouB vassal of the Lahore Oovormnent, out of 
Cashmere, in virtue of tlic treaty ceding it to Qliolub 
Singh. Up to yeetorday, I expected it woidd be a 
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fight> bot yesterday tbe Sheikb sent letters to soj 
Us was sorry and rspentTul, sad was on bU w&y to 
tender his suboiifsion. 8 o \ 7 e wait here to receive 
U;m. Tbis will »ot, Lovrorer, prevent my visit to the 
valley, os Colonel Lawrence iolends to aeoompany t^ie 
Mabatnja to paoify nnd take poeeussion, 

It is very cold ban, though uot mnoli abovo jooo 
feet above the sen.

I >vTite n Hetried bae to nnnoiinoa my uifo tuvivnl 
in tliQ valley. On the let instant we got bold of 
the i^bullieui Sboikb, sad sent bim down to the 
plains; sud yosterdey, ColoDcl Laivrenoe, Captain 
Bi'OwnQ, and myself, rode into tho volley, amid tbo 
aoolarncitions of an admiring populntion-^f beggars I 
I am writing at suniise in a little tent, and iu sjute 
of two eoeti and waistcoats, I am nearly * fiie.' We 
QToe&ed tbo Pir Pui^el Pom on the 4tU, 10,000 
feet above tbe eoa, with eoow ell uronnd ui^ and 
elspt on tins side in an old seiiu; I say becoaee 
we went to bed; but sleeping was out of tUo question, 
&om tlio cold, and uprou of all our ibllowors and 
their horses, crowded into a courtyard llilrty foot 
square, burses and men qoarrellii^g and yelling all 
night long. Tbe view from tbo top of tbe Pose was 
very fine, hot tbo wind far too high to take more 
than a peep of it without losing one’s eyes ,* but the 
road from Tbanoa to tbesumiziit was mcsl lovely the 
whole way, wiudiog up a glen wooded mogoidcenlly, 
and tbe rocks towering above us on all sides; the 
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trccB veto all in their varied automu dresi, lar- 
maunteU by foi’eetB ot pine: altogether} 1 never saw 
BO gr&]icl a acoAO. As the Sbcikli'e aubmiAeiou hu out 
the Qordian knot of poUtioe hero, wo shall only stay 
s &w days to see the valley} and imtall the Moliiareja 
(who is following ue with his foroo by slow stages), 
and then rash back to Lahore a)id Suhutboo. 

This is enid to ho tlie largest town but tbroo io tbo 
valley. It is a poveiiy-stiioJcon soattorod liacalot 
of mud hoiisus with wooden roofs, tbo upper half 
boiug gonarally rough open latticework or railing, 
with alternate supports of unbaked bncksj low mud 
eDoIoHorsB, and open woito spnoos botiveen, dodleatod 
to doga and dunghills. TUo whole is tluokly grown 
ovor with line A]ipls and walnut traoa, the staple 
fruits (with tlia grape) of the valley, and the food of 
the people. Ttug are a poor wroioUod sot, only good 
for boasts of burden—^>d eurtainly tlisy cno carry a 
vDot load—their dreaS} betli man and women, being a 
loose wido-ilooved srno^*frcek of diity aackclotb- 
looking woollen. The men wear a dirty skull-cap on 
thoir shaven * nobs,’ and the wonioQ a crimson maohino, 
like a Aowerpot saocer inverted^ from wbioh depeuds 
a roil or uloth of tlie same taxtare u the froek j logs 
and feet olotbed in their native dirt. Tl;o women 
arc ntrooiously ugly} andioroeob like tbs witobss in 
so muoh so, that when tho Agent asked 
EDO to give them a rupee or two, I felt it my duty to 
refuse, (irmly but rapoctruby, on the ground that it 
would be euooQrnging ugliness I I fancy tlie climate 
and tlie soli ere uurivallod, but years of poveaty and 
oppreesiou have I’odoccd to a nation of boggara wbot 
ooglit to be a Paradise. go hence after breakfast 
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to Xxluznnbodj At tlie eastora end of t})e volley; find 
apeod ft day or t^«o Ia looking about ond {ioutiug 
down the river to Coahmero itself, by whioh timo our 
'prioco’ will have aiTived. I otn tbo luckiest dog 
unhung to have aotually got into Cndiinero. 1 fanoy 
I am tbe furat oIBcor of our army who bns bccu hero, 
save tbo fow who havu oorao olBciidly. Tlieu dolighU 
ibi brecsoe are most invigorating. 1 only wish you 
Qoulcl nil oigoy tiisss travels with mo. I ozpoot to bo 
back at Scbathoo by the tat of Dsoombor. 

In a lotUr to my fatlior about tliitt time, 
Mr. Thomaeon eaye:— 

' I am very glad to obserre tliat such m 

* intimacy h&a aprang up between Colonel 

* Lawrence, and your WilHaro. He could not 
' be under bettor direction. 

' Colonel Lnwrenoo boe eridontly token him 
‘ entirely mto bie conAdence, which onunot but 
' be of the giuoioet ueo to him in his future 
' career. ‘He will have opportunities of obsor* 
' vafcion and inatn^oa now, wliich very few 

* possess after a long period of service. To bo 
' selected, too, ae his confidant by o man of 

* Colonel Lawrence’s stamp, is no small feather 
' in tbe cap of any young man. He stands 
' deservedly high also in the esteem of all who 
' know him; and if it please God to spare his 
' life and give him health, his prospects a)*e 
' as good as any man’s cau be in this country.’ 

Colonel Lawrence having discovered that 
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my btofclier oould v>ork, was hj no means 
disposed to let bim rem^n witboTit full occc* 
pation, as liis ne^t letter will eliow:—

If my locomotiTS instinct baa been brought into 
play in India, as 70a snggest, my constmetive oi'gnna 
aro likely to have tbcir share of exercise. 1 have the 
entire direction and srvaiigrmoiit of tlie new Hill 
Asylum on my hands just now. It is seven milea 
Lenee, of mountain roads, and wh&t with going and 
coming, planning, insirocting, and euprrvising, my 
time is protty well occupied, to eay nothing of my 
TOgimexit, and private cdToirs. Building a house in 
India Is a dilFerent aOair from one's pravioua expe¬ 
riences. You begin from the forest and the quarry, 
have to get line burnt, trees cut down, biicks 
mode, plonks sawn np, the ground got ready, and 
then watch the work foot by loot—aliowiog this 
'nigger' how to lay his bnobs, another the proper 
proportions of a beam, another the eon8ti*action of a 
door, and to the scvcml artisans tho mysteries of a 
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aorew, a nail, and a hinge, Toa cannot naj to a man, 
* Make me u wall or n door/ bat you mnai wlLh your 
own liandfl moosoro ont Ilia work, teadi him to saw 
away hero, to plane thoi’o, or drive such a nail, or 
inaiDiiaio each another mepi of on of glue, And when 
it Gomee to bo coneidered Chat tbie is nllogolbcr new 
work to me, and hoe to be exended by oogitnlion ou 
the epot> CO ae to give on unewer to ovory inc^niw, 
yon may niidoiitond the amount of peraoiinl oxortlon 
and atlenlion retjiiired for tUo work, 

1 have the aolo direution oud control of noorly four 
handved and Ally workmen, including paying Cham, 
keeping aoconnte, dmwiiig plane, and every thing. I 
have to got earth dug for brittka, pee tUo mouldc mode 
and watoli the piogretc of them till the hib ii fhll, 
got wood fbr the kiln, and direct tlie lighting of tho 
Bftino, rmd Anally provide n goat to eaerifloo to the 
demon who ia luppoeed to turn tho hnoka redl 
Then I muct get bambooa ond gjnaaout forthatobing, 
and stiing M/fp for the puipoeo; tend about the 
hi) la for eund for mortar, nnd limectono to bum, boo 
it mined and prejAred, and tlioa cbow tho njggora 
how to uae it. Then tho whole of the woodwork 
muct be net out and modo under one'a own oyo, and a 
lump of iron brooght from the mine to be wrought 
(olao under one'e direction) into nnile and acrewa, 
before a eingle door can bo aet up; and when to all 
ihia ic added Clio diAleulty of getting hasda (I mean 
in the billa), and the bother of watching tbe idleet 
and moat ounuing race on earth, you roay auppoae 
my * unpaid nagiatrao/ ia no ainecDro. I am not 
eia^eratiog or indeed telUng half the difficulty, for 
fboryou abould tliinlc the whole a romance. You will

myaair, and can only aalasfy yon by tlo theoryt]iat

dorinff tho laat nonLh 1 eonaot tbmk, aa it W been 
tarrilly hot in tbo ano, even m tim hilla, and 1 have 
Uvocl in the blata of it proUy ooiijiaally. Cotoncl 
Lawretico aoema doLenDinod laliall kuve inrtiuus to 
atop mOj fur hia invariablo loply to every qiicaliou ia, 
'▲et on yonr own jndgmaul;* * Do wliat you think 
rifht/ ‘ I fira yoQ ea^ Abaeva to aet ia iny name, 
and draw oo my funda/ andao forth. 

Are you ewaro of tha natoTa of tho inatltution ? 
It WM atortad in idea by C<donel Xawronoa vomo two 
or ttirea yean age, and a auffiooDt anm of money fur 
acomraaneocnonc baring been raiaod, ha charged mo 
with tho araotion of tba neecaaary building*, aod the 
organisation end aoUing in motion of tha groat 
maobina which »to raganoTatc and aavo frore moral 
and pbyaioa] dagradation, soknoaa, and deuUi, tho 
ehildraa of tba Britiab aoldiara aorving in India. 
Tlia ohjaot a to taaefa them ell thiaga nauful, while 
yon giro thorn tha adTantogo of a hoaltby climate, 
romovad from tbo avil iofluenca of h barmck-room. 
Tha chiidroD aia to ramaia ia tho Aaytun nntil their 
parenta return to England, cf till old enough to join 
tho rank*, or ha otharwiaa proridod for. 

Another drag upon my bands is tho care of a amatl 
EuropcoQ boy who was lately found up in Cabol, and 
ia aappoaad to be tba eon of some aoldiar of tbo 
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destroy^amj. IIo has boon brought up as aMussqI- 
man, and laado to believa hu Cithor was such, and » 
a very bigot. Colonol Lawronco soot him to mcrrora 
L&bore, but forgot to write ohout him, so 1 bnow no 
more of him Ibau 1 have aeon in the nowspaixu's, and 
have no idea what to do with bin, or whan ho is to 
go. Ho is rotbor a nnisnucc, ami I ahah be glad 
when ho goes, as tboro is iitUo but bis odd fate to 
intoreot one in bim; and I bavo oonaidOTablo doubU 
as’ to lus geuuino origin. Ho is more Uko a half- 
Casio than on •'liuro\>«an/ Ouv oommnai cation is 
brief, as bo spooks but Httlu Ilindoostauoe, and I leas 
Poiaioa, Tho Asylam is a trtuoH mare inioicoting 
oooupation, os indopoDdeutly of its ohjaot, tlisro is a 
pleasure in oovoiiag a dno monotain with buildings 
of one’s own doaigning, 

A few days later he writes 

My lost fsw daya at U^a A^Iom wsro enlivened by 
the orrivAi of Mn. Gcorgo Lawrence, whooo tent waa 
pi tolled close to mine on tbo hill-top. She is a groat 
acquisition id afvrost life, and e very nioo poi'soi^-* 
tho with of the Ceptaiu Lewi onoo who was one of the 
Cabul piisouors. She it to bs supei'intandvuss until 
the arrival of tlis future man fVom England. I have 
foui’toan little girls to (uko cai^c of, by tho sumotokooi 
and listen to tho grumblings of their nmnoe. In 
sliorh I don’t know myavlf, oud th&t is the long and 
abort of it. T am going to Simlo for a day or two, 
to see Mr. Thomaaon. 

And again, to hie brother:— 

The eta to of things ia ao proTokmgly qniet nod 
placid, that tlisro sesms but small obonce of our being 
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called u^Tifor ouotbernisL acres ccautrf (colled a 
* feroed march'), like tbe opo of December^ 1845 j aad 
CQB is obliged to take to apythlng that oScra to avoid 
the ^taedium viW which the want of employment 
QQgendcrs in this 'lovoly ooantiy/ in thoee, ut lenet, 
who have oot learnt to exist In tito philosopbiciU 
in odium of brandy and cheroots, Pid I tell yoiij 
by the bye, that 1 objnred tobacco when I lofb 
England, and that I have tiovcr boon tempted by oven 
0 niglit' ul froaco’ to rosiimo tbo dslueivo habit? Nor 
have I told you (bccanee 1 despaired of your believing 
it) that I have doolined from the paths of virtue in 
respect to heei* also, this two years past, seldom or 
never even ineting tb&t onoe idoliecd stimulant 11 It 
has not bcon caused alone by a love of eccentricity, 
but by the very eeneiliva state of my innor rnnn 
(acHieved in lucba)*, wliioh obliges me to live by mle, 
This is all very edifying, no doabt, to you; to me it 
is especially so, for I believe if I get on well in India, 
it will be owing, physically speakipg, to my diffeilin.

I am getting on famouely at the Asylum just 
now, aod have suoceeded in getting the ohildron 
nnder cover before the rcioe. I have narrowly 
escaped a bad fever through over-work m the sna, 
but by taking it ill time I got right Again. The 
weather has sipco taken a tnm, and bsoomo much 
cooler, besides which roy prinoipol anxiety ie over

work, both civil and literary, for the loetitution, and 
since Colonel Lawronce put an advertisement in the

It if !ntcndi»d Uiat tlie ohildren fbould iommn in 
^e Inetltuiiou nutil they ero oighloon yoa^v of ugu, 
if their faihore be ulivo, and until aomohow or ollmr 
provided for, ihoiild they be orpbani. Tlio m^junly 
cP the boyf will, of ooiireo, become eoblivre; but my 
belief ie, that having been brought up in t)ie delight* 
ful elinuito of tim IlimolAya, tliey will, aflur ton or 
fifteen yenre, eettic down in the verioue etutioue end 
etightly duvated vnlloye iu those liilla, ae trudvrt and 
oaltivAlore, and /om the nuoleus of the first UritiKh 
colony in India.

I have Bomo liopse, tbougli but faint ouee, of being

I have been twice to lAbore, and sevenil 
times to various intermediate and more distast places, 
BiDcs ibp7\. la sbor^ yon may ^ve op all idea of 
being able io imagine where 1 m^y be at any g^veu 
time. My work has progrtsaod considerably. In 
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three woelrs I hfrre colIectc<] oud got ioto working 
order up^7arde of a thoosand moat tmwilJiDg Ul>OQi*ers, 
surveyed sod nuukod out somo twenty mtlee of road 
through a deceit and ibi’cet, and mode o very large 
pieoe of iU 1 am Lsppy to say I am to be rolieved 
io a day or two, sad sent to sui’vey anoLhox* distiiet. 

1 have bad ouo or two vlslion tbe Inst fow days, and 
thoTofore not boon bo lonely os usual; but my tima 
has been oven moiv th&u over occupied. My diilies 
are asarlj os various bo Uioru oro hours in the day; 
at one time di^iug iv Lreooli, at another iaves* 
Ugaliug breach es of the peace, lama soiii of justico 
of tlie peooe Tor guuoral puiposes, nnd havo to listen 
to aud inquire into complainta, and send cases whteK 
1 think worthy of it for trial to lAhoro. 1 caught 
BB neat a com of rolbiug and murder the otbei day ae 
ever gtoced StalToid Assiaee ^ to say aoUiing of end* 
l(3ee modes of iheft, more ov Ices opon, according to 
the wealth or power of the steslor. This is the most 
remarkable scone of ruin I hare met with for many a 
long day! evst, aucstof tbe abodes of wealthy Fat^u 
nobles, and sow a dseeit tract, of many miles in ex^ 
tent, covered with vaioa, with here and there a dome, 
or cupola, or minaret, to mark what has ouoe bscn. 

I am happy to aay that I have sncceedod in obhdn- 
ing a respite on Sundays. Hitherto, all the works I 
. have hnd iu hand have gone on the same every day, * 
and eoneequenily ooVe annoyanoa uid responsibility 
continDcd equally on Sundays. This is happily put 
nn end to, and I shod have one da/s rest a week at 
least, to say nothing of higher conaidcrationa. An 
order on tbesobjoct was Ueued six months ago, but 
great dilEcultice were in the way of its eneeution.

Across tbia, not a hnndred 
yards from om* tents, we Imd just built a powerful 
b^oak^vatcr some sixteen foot wido, but tho wntur 
quietly walked ovor, under, find round it; roareil, 
groRned, stormed, aod swelled angiily ibr two liourK, 
and oiir break watoi* was a' thing of bistorymoan U mo, 
we wore gmdunlly getting more and more surrounded 
with wiitor, it rose and ixisQ until only four inelics 
wore \7anting to sut xiM well afloat. Tho pegs of my 
tonbropos wore uudormiRcd, and a notice to quit was 
ns plainly written on tho ihoe of tho water as ever on 
a legal pi'oeoM. TIioi’O was but one way of oienpo, so 
inostering Ihs whole of a neighbouring villogo, u*e 
loaded all our valuables jiud moveablos on their backs, 
and made a clash at tbs hnmlot. Once having sac* 
cesded in taming os out, the valiant Chnkkir was 
oootent, and wo slept in our tents as usual, but not 
without, M it turned out, eoDsidomblc risk of finding 
oaraolvos landed m some unknoiTn field ou waking.

Sinou 1 wruto luet^rn cniucqitcncc crrcpmentaiious 
1 eciilr if> liood r]itni’lon as to tbo emonnt of plunder^ 
in/* ouj n larg^ party of borsc, \viLb ono of tlio 
pi ineipul chiofe, wta «nl ont boroj with directions to 
act on ibc information I gave ibea. We have 
accordingly bad a robbor-bont on a lorge and tolera¬ 
bly socccs^ul scale. Niimbcre Iiavc been caught. 
Olio shot pour eNeoaraffer i<j« antfajt, and vre bavc 
traces of otberB, m that my ^niot practice (originally 
for my oivn amnsomcat oiul infoimalioii) has bcco 
vory nseful to the State, i fonnd out tbo greatest 
part of it by sendiug clover fclloivs dipgulsed as 
'fatpicore' (yon know whnt they are, I tbink;—telU 
gioiis beggars) to ibe dilToKiit vil]ag:cs to talk to tho 
])coplo and learn their doings. Some of the stories ef 
Sikh violoDoo, cruelty, and treachery which I have 
picked up are almoel beyood belief.

A little pitictioo, putioncoj 
and ToilcctioD euttle most oases to one’s enUainotion, 
howevoi’; uiid one must be content with substantial 
jusUee M distinguished from toohnicol law, In any 
point of dilEunity one bss always an older head to 
tefev tOy and meiinUnaj one has the satisCaotion of 
knowing that ouu'ia Indupondout and unlmimneiled 
save by a vary simpio eodo. Some things, such ue 
eontencing a man to unprUonmont for seven years 
foi* killing u sow, am rather alartliag to one’s ideas of 
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right and wrong; but then to klU n cow ii to breok a 
}o\ 7 ; and to distarb tho pukUo pence—porbopa coono 
bloodabcd j so the Taw n vindloated, and one’s con* 
soionco saved. I )iavs mnny other duties, such os 
flnifthing my map, for whioh I wae eurvoying nt 
Deonanuggur; MoaeioDolly translating nn ofRuinl 
docnmciiC; going to Durlinm, &q. ; end when the 
Onidca Anivo (on tbs 20th} 1 shoil hftvoto nseist in 
driTiing nud isetniotiog thorn; to say Dothing of 
Moing that tUoir quarUre ei'o properod, and ovsry- 
iinng rciuly for thorn. I nm not, therofbrs, idit, end 
only wish I had time to md. 

Od the adtii ho writes from Lahore:— 

I mentioned to yon that Sir F. Ourrio’i plan of 
•ending mo to MOiet Agtjow at MoolUn hod boon 
elUrod, end that Anderson bod gone with hits in my 
etoad. At the timo I wai dispoeod U ho diioppointod; 
but we uovor know whst is for onr good. In iiija 
ease I should doubtless have inoaii'ed the Lervibie 
fate of poor Aadsreon and Agnew. Both those poor 
follows bnvo boon barbarously murdorad by the 
Moolitia ti'oopB. 

He ilien givea & detailed acccrunt of tlieii

I wrote last the day after our eucoesiful captin^e of 
the oompirators, whom I had the satisAiction of soe* 
log bung three days later. I tbeu tried a slight 
fever os a variety for two dayi; and on tho i 4 tlx 
started to 'Lag* theEaneo in her abode beyoud the 
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ItcbTOo, sbo Laving been convicted oC coDiplicity m 
tUo de8ig:D0 of tbo conspimtors. Lumsclcu mid myself 
were deputed by tlic lUsidoub to call on her, nud utU 
iiiAto that her prcsonco ivns ui^^ently reqmrod. A 
dctoclimout was ordorofl out to onpport us, in coso&ny 
!%slstaucc sliould l>o oiTmd. Furtuiintcly it wnsnot 
required, ae tho Rnneo oompliud at ouco ivith oux 
' polito* ixiquost to cooio nloug ivitii ue. Xasbead of 
bcio^ iuken to Lahoi’e, as she expected, we oorried 
her olf to Kfinrv Kutoh, on tho Forosepoor road, where 
& put/ of TVhcelci’s Irros^nlors hod been scut to 
vcccivo Iwr. It was very hard work—a leh^ uig;ht 
march to the fort, and a foartceu hours* ride across 
to Kanu Kutcli, wlteace I had two houis* gallop into 
Lahore to i«poii progress, making sixtoou hours in 
tho saddle, in hfay, when tho nights are hot. On 
the next Sunday night I was off again, to try and 
seize or dUporso a party of hoisc and foot collected by 
a would'bo holy man, Mahaiiijn Singh, said to amount 
to four or five hundred. I mails a tremeodous 
march rouud by Umritsur, ByrowaUGlmt ou the Bens, 
and np that river’# bank to Mokeria, in tho Julluudav 
Do&b, whoQCO I was prepared to cross dmnng the 
night with a party of cavalry, and attack tlis >‘uea!a 
unawares. BverytLing sncccedcd adinimhly up to 
the last, when I fuond that he bad i^sosived notice 
from a rogee of a native magistrate that there would 
be attempts made to seize him, when ho fairly bolted 
across tho Ilavce, and is now infesting the BoAb 
between that river and the Chenab. I have scoured 
this park of the country (whicli my late surveys 
enabled me to traverse with ]>cTfcot saso), got posses* 
sion of every boat on the Ibivee li*om Lolioro to the 
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HiUfl, pltLced horeamea at ovwy fci'Pjo 
'baUyiug tlie pwplc who euppKed the Saint with 
provieions and fitrae. I have & togimont of Irregtilar 
Hoiw (SyDoer’s) nitli me, and fUU powon ic euin- 
rnoa moi'c, if pects?ary, from tlw Jiilhindur Dnfth, 
Meantime, n party from Lnhow nro ewoeping Ttnwit 
to intercept tho follow, who ia getting strong hy 
dog«'Qa; and I am going to dnsli aeroes at midnight 
with n Uaudihl of cavahy, mui see if I cannot heat np 
the country botwwn this and Wnaeewbod. I uni 
very w«U, Lard at work, cud eiijoj'iiig the tiling rory 
mncL*« X imagice this will ho tlio sort of life wo shall 
lead about oace a week till the Fnnjab ie ninioxod.

1 have not a 
moment wbiob I can coll my own, ond b&ve put off

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the hUtt tulinge. I urn nil agog at tlie prospact of 
stirring timas, and die onl}' einglo drawback is tho 
fcnr that 70U aU will be very anxioua. I sLull not; 
however^ run my licod unneccesarily into a scrapej 
and HO no oauso for your friglstening yourwlvos. 

One> comfort is, that tbo faroo of native govern- 
ment boa been ployed out. It woe on oxiiorioiont 
liouostl/ tried, and aaboncetly o fidluin. 

A fow days later lie aaya 

My Ouidei bavo oovorod thcmselvoe with glory 
(and dust] by the wny in wbioli they got into, and got 
poaeoMton of, tho famed fort of Govindglmr. A 
hundred of my mo&, nndor a native ofHcor^-^ fine 
lad of about twenty, whom I hove potted a good 
deal—wont np quietly to the gotei, on protojico of 
wcortiag ibur Stole priaoiiere (^vhom I had put in 
iroue for the ooooeion), >voro allowed to getiu, ond 
tlien tiirow up thoir cape, ond took pouoBslon of tho 
gn(e%vay, dvipite the soowIk, end tlnvote, and nil but 
open rctistanco of the Sikh goriieon. A day ufter* 
wnrdi 0 rogiment marched from LaUoro, ond went 
into goti iaou theroj nnd eo Hunjcet Singh^a tieoaure- 
fort is fairly in our liaude.

I loft Lfllioi^e—but etfly, I moat got tliero Diet. 
Well, I wrote from Ksmuuggur^on the Cheaub, last; 
whence, oftor 0 fVuitlcm f^onr of sue days, ia the vain 
hope of meeting Mrs. George Lowronce, I roturood 
suddenly to Lohore by on Older whiob reached me 
tbe eveniag of the 5th. 1 stoi'tcd at sunset, and 
pnsbiog my way on various bo^ro^red steeds seroH 
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that dreary region during tho night, accompanied by 
a eiugla eamoUndeiv^ roaohed Lohox’O; a dieiancd of 
aavdnty miles, by diuo the following morning. 

On tho 8tli 1 was olT again at daybreak on a longer 
journey still, having to cross tlie oountvy to Brigadier 
‘Wheeler’s camp in the Tullundur Bodb, to eonvoy 
oi'doia to him lobitive to the rodootioii of two re- 
balUons forts in the Do&b, between tlie Bovoo end 
Bees. A 'grind’ of some twenty^six boiirt on carnal^ 
iaoi, with tlio noeossnry stoppages, took me to tho 
enmp, whence (beenuss 1 had not bad cnongb) I re> 
ciossod Uis Bcas tho sumo night, efter oxemining 
end ^porting on tho siete of the fon-ics by wMoh tho 
troops were to follow mo. Tliiu time 1 was escorted 
by a troop of Irrogulav Iloiao, and being tUeroby, 
according to »/ eslimaCion of Sikh prowess, I’cmlorsd 
tolerably iudopoinleut, I marohsd tlte next morning 
for the fort of Hunger Nuggul, lomo fourteen miles 
fmm tho right bank of the Bess. 

Oa appi'oseliing it, nnd tUo villogo which oovsred 
ono aido of it> I was v^lconicd by n disoHargs of 
matehlocks, &o., ns a sort of bravadoi which served to 
point ont szROtly the range of my fliends’ piooes. X 
lost no timo in getting ihs horsemsn into a socure 
positioa (which means, ono equally good for fighting 
or riioning away), and advaoced under sliolter of tlio 
trees.Bud BUgar*esns8 to within easy cllitanoe of tho 
fort. Ilenoe 1 dsspatohed a messago to tlw rebels, to 
say that if they did not oome to reaeon wlLhin an hour, 
they should have no cboicc but that between cold steel 
or the gellows. The boor elapsed without result, so 
meataliy consigning the garrison to aonibihtion, I 
set to work to reconnoitre the ground round the fort. 
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This acoompliahcd—vilh oo farther iotermptiob than 
* eheiv^r ef nnplemot bollot^ nbao I veninroJ too 
nur—I tat dotvB, tad drew a KUlo peodl plan of the 
grouod aad for^ de^tohad a trooper \?ith it to Uio 
Bri^dier, oad tbca retired to a little villoge about a 
mile off ibr tlie aigbt. Anotiier da^ and night 
paeeod in this pncariona feahiofi, witboot (as is my 
Qsnal fata), eorraut*, olothoe, or tnpe, nn^l at longtb 
my o>Tc man (Gaidas) arrived from Lahore mill my 
baggage end horeai. I ooold now mtutor a Imudrod 
rillM, and righty hamanon, ao we eat to work to 
larsi/ (It pUctf bong the only way to rtocler the 
escape of the rabals dlAcult or iapoeriblo. TKo fort, 
though yovf rauJl, waa immaoMly strong, oud well 
garrisoned with despamdoes, and wa had sharp work 
of it during the two sights and day which elapsed 
before tlia Brigadier* appaarad with his Iroope. By 
keeping my man icatCand about in parties, under 
oorer, tbs soporiority of their vreapone enabled tbam to 
gflil the defendan of tho fort whenever they showod 
their heads, day or night, and wbenavor they made n 
sally they got drivoo baek with tho lose of one or 
two of Uieii companions. At last the Brigadier 
appeared, pounded the place with his guua daring tho

pounds of powder. Having destroyed house, fort, 
stablos, and everything, and removed tiie giiun nud 
propeiiy, wo at length movod on to a tooond fort, 
colled ' Komra,' about & milo from the left bank of tho 
lUvee, neor this place. I oennot now go into doUils of 
tho second ihilure of tho Urigadior in attempUng to 
punieU tlie robels, for they bolted before ho fliod ft 
shot, nor of my attoinpts to provont thoir escape. 
I liavo liad loads of work, what with soldioiiog, 
providing mpplioe fbr the forooi and all the nultirotjoiis 
duties winoh eomo on the shoulders of a'political' 
out here. I run quite well, and tho wentlier is lovely, 
eo \vork is emy eomparntively, nud ai\ active Hfs like 
this is, 01 you know, my pavtleulor weakness. I hope 
to oroee tho Ravee in a few daye with the troops ool- 
looting to punieli tbo rebel (or patriot) Sikh army. 
Wa want Sir C. Napier <ss(Uy. What with tho 
incapacity shown at hCooJtan, and the dilatory pro* 
evodinga at heud^quartors, our reputation is eulTeriug 
cruelly, and every one knows that that is a stain only 
to be dyod out in blood. Svery week's delay adds 
tbouiaoda to our present foes and future victims.

Tou must not suppose that because I have wrilteu 
twice from ibis place that thereforo I have been here 
all the time. On tho contrary, I have boon iuoes* 
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dflntly on tko mo^. So sincK bo na to linvo pretty 
nearly eBtablUbed a cbim to tUo medal fur discoveiiug 
perpetual motion. I bave 1 >md moving’in an orbit 
whose gyratioiu have boon eoofluod to a ipaco bounded 
by tho CliotLAb and ^le Boas, itivd ft line diawn E, and 
W. lb rough Umritao r an d Lahore. Nearly lb o wh ola 
of tliie veet of oountiy hoi boon anJoi my 

lolo charge. I have had also to feed an army doily 
of 5000 odd fighting man^ 8000 odd honosj ond 
14,000 to 1^,000 comp foliowoii. Alio to take core 
of aud work my Ouidoa; to point oat the hounU ond 
obtain information of the BtrongtU of 'the oiiainy/ 
and give him over to tbo tender meroiei of fire and 
iwoid; \Um, to fight him peraonally; if 9 m, to doitroy 
eix forti, and aell by auction the property thei^ein 
fooncl; ifm, to be oivil to all oomun; iUm, to report 
oil the laid dolnga daily to Qovomment; ilm, to 
mai'cli ten to twenty iniloe a day at a alow pnoei 
iUm, to ant, drink, di’eH, and ilccp, to roat one* 
nlf iVon all tbeia labour*, la tlie abovo com- 
peudioui epitome of the* work of thnt muolwAbiued 
and ilUiued olau called 'poUticftli' in Indln, you will, 
I triut, oboerve no vacant plaoee or 'hiati’ in ivliich 
you would enpeet to lee inscribed, HUm, to write to 
0De*e friend •.' No} one is a while iluve, aud no 
mijtaks; day aud night, ooidy or late, week day or 
Sunday, one ii the slave of tlio public, or rathor of 
tJie Government, to a degree which cannot be orodited 
until it is experienced. The departuia of Brigadier 
Wbeoler acron tbo Bene, and therefore out of my 
beat, has made a alight break iu the work, but there 
is Btill more than I can get through In the day. I 
am grinding my teeth all the time at being kept 
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away from ihs iceae of wLat inuat ha the grand 
straggle botwoea the cow-kiUors and cet/*woiabi[> 
pere on the f^nks of tlio Chonab. 

On Uio 3 tb of last montli I moi’clicd honco to 
oveilake Brigadlor 'Whocler and kia troopa, and 
accompany thorn ocroa tba Ihivoo. On raaoliing 
tUs river, 1 i^oproaoutcd to the Srlgadlor (wlio of 
conree docs not know fiiend from ibe until he ie 
told) the urgent neooaeity of attacking a party of 
iuiurgcntf who wore witlnn fouiteon miloe of ue, but 
could not poreuadtt lum to do eo. The old gentleman 
waj iutont on pualung on to fcho mam nroy^ flatter* 
iiig lumeeir ho waa going to command a divialon of 
it Wlien Within t\voi\ty*fivo or thirty miloi of tho 
hond^quaitOT camp at lUminiggur, 1 rodo over to 
Lahore, aud tolkod to Sir F. CiuTic, who wm just 
deipatoliiiig au ax^vm to mo about thoeo voiy pooplo 
we hod loft unntlNckod two dnye Loforo. IIo lout 
me off there and tlion to see tho CommnQderHn- 
Chiaf, who woa voiypolitej asked jny opioiou (aud 
ooUd ou it tool){ told me ell bis plana for carrying on 
the war f and on my telling him Uie /beta of the 
ceae, eent an o^der to tUo Brigadier to retrace bit 
etepa, and attack the pnity he hod paaecd by at 
cnee, with eomething very like a vap over the 
knaokles. After a delay of some days, oQuacd by 
a Budden oeaotor anromona to move to roiuA>roe 
Campbell,* who was vaialy expecting that the Singlie 
would fight, we at length turned back for KulilU 
w&Ia, the nemo of the fort oooupiod by my frlende. 
Wo got ^within twenty-five mllea of it on tho acih.

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and T DTir«<I ^9 Bri^ier to move on like lii^lUniog’, 
and ctobU tliem. lie woold not, and Logon lo raokc 
ghoii marches, so I was compollod to out'Tnnncouvra 
him hy A hold stroke. On the morning of tlio aist 
I left his camp, aud pushed on sooio ten inilso to a 
place OR the atmight rond for KuUlhvAb. llcio 
was A fort holonging to a doubtful Sirdar, and 1 
detorinincfl to get pocsemiou of it if pouiUe. I had 
vitlx mo only loo men, and the cnomy woe only 
eight mil os olT witli 400^—rabble, to be sure, end 
fsllona who bs7C no heart for fighting; but tito 
odds wem gi'eat, and it was nooeieary to put a bold 
face on matters. I tbciefoi'e * boned' the Chief's 
two conddsntiul ssrvmtis, who were in his dwelUeg- 
houeo ontsldo tho fbrl, and talcmg one ou each side of 
ms, ^v1Ukod up to the gateway, and demonded admfs* 
siou; they liosltoted, ond mods sxcusn. I aigoi* 
flcontly hinted tbat my two oompanions siiould bo 
responsible if a shot was fired; tho stout Sikh’ lioni t 
/hiJed, and I was admitted. My prooevding >vns 
juatiAfid, and rendered most opportune by the die* 
coTory that tbo garrison wore pioporing munitions of 
war, mounting guns, ond looking saucy. 1 in rued 
them out by tho same means as I bad gained ad- 
mittonco, vis., by hinting Umt if any rcaistanco was 
mode tile headmen by my side were.doomed, rutting 
in skteen of my Giudos to liold it nntll further oitlois, 
1 took up my qoarteis outside for tlie night, and pre- 
paved to attack another sroal I mud’fort near at band 
in ths morniDg. 

However, my friends ran avray in tho night in a 
fright^ and thus I bad opened the road to Eulillwdla 
without Aiiiig s shot. In tho morning I marobed

with ijiy little purt^ tewni’da the enemy, sending lack 
a mMeenjfct to tie Biigodier to «ay tliet I wrts dceo 
to Uio plflce, and tint if ko did Dot come on alifti>p 
tlioy would raa awoy oi* ovoi wlolm mo, lie woe 
droulftilly mgty, but came on like n good bey I 
Wbeu witiun a mile or ao of tie fort, I halted my 
pally to allow hie colomn to get np nearer, and ae 
aeon oi 1 eould aee it, moved oa quietly. Tlie rute 
told to pertoction; tlioking tbey bad only loo men 
itnd myaolf to deal witli, tbo Siklw advaueod in 
atrengtb, thirty to eaa, to meet rao, with colouit 
flying and drums boating, Jitst tban a bweao 
sprung np, tip duet blew aside, and the loa^g Hue 
of hoinemen coming os rapidly bobind my party 
bum upon their sonne. Tlmy turned instantly, 
and made for thp fort, ao leuviiig my men to ndvanco 
quietly after them, I gallepod up to the Brigiulwr 
pointed out tlio flying Sikhs, expiainod tUsir poeitioo, 
and begged him to olmrgo thorn, Ho molted ftom 
bis winth, and told two rogimonts of Irrogiilars to 
follow my guidrinofl. On we went at. tho goUop, ent 
in amoagit the fligitivoi, and pnnisbed thorn fepr- 
fully. The uufortuuato wretoKse had oauso to nto 
too day tbey turned rebels, for wo loft tbom tljiokly 
on the ground ss wo swept along, I had a over 
ohM*ged with cavalry before, oi* oome so directly into 
hand to baud conflict with the Sikh, save of oouise 
in tbe trench se at Solwaon. About 300 to 400 
esouped into t)io fort, while tlie tonainder threw 
do\vn their anas and dispersed over the couatiy 
Tim garrison ran away during the night, uofor. 
tuuately, and we had only to toko paaoeful poesessioa 
m the morning. We had killed some a^o to 500 
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of tLem, whiuli mil be a Iomoq to tbcro, I bopo. lly 
moil ipto tbe contig^acua to tlio fort eorlyi 

wbflowo pitched iuto Uioeo of tlio onomy who i<Q* 
znaipod hebmd, to a g;reat extoat. Sisco theu wo 
hevo heou puivuing otliei* putioe^ bsi only eamoUtu 
cciluioa with III cm to a very triBiag oxtost once. 
They had JdAvnt how to rtin ftwny beautiAilIy. Tlic 
Brig^ndior bos g^i'own quite aetivoj ond V9rf /on4 ^vie 
liuoe that day ot Kuliillw&kj thengU bo liad the >vit 
to oeo how very 'brown I hod do&o him' by mnking:

I 
bad iTith AM one hundred of my Guidca and fifteen 
aowan. 

We marched i^niotiy but i»iltiy efi night, aud name 
upon tbe inaurgente juat et daybrcalr. I had ridden 
forward about half-a-raile, wHh a coupb of ao%wa, to 
reconnoitre, aud got uoobaerved within 250 yarde of 
tbe inaargonte, aombeeing at baat 1 jo horto uad foot. 

They l^kod at me, aod bentated whaUiot to oome 
at me or not, apparcutly, wbilo I bedconed to the 
remaining aowan to como np. 1 wai in groat hopee 
that they would bare waited for ton miouioa, by 
whieh time my men woold have been up, with tboir 
riflea, and wo ehotdd bavo given a good aceoont of 
tbom. However, beforo fi ve min uUe bad elopeod, th^ 
moved off sulkily like a herd of .&ightoood doer, half 
alarmed, half in doubt, 1 aw a oneo that there ww 
hot one ebana bfl, and dotorenined to go at tbom as 
I waa^lhough 15 to 1 jo u an imprudant attempt. 

The instant we ware ia metaon they fled, aod had 
gone balf>o-mlJa before we coold overt^e them; the 
mounted men got off, beta par^ of Akhaleee* on foot 
stopped aod fbagbt oe, in eome ioetaaces very fiaredy.

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Od« fine bold ' NihiTTig^ beat o^T Tour fOTmre ouoafter 
ftoothorj find kept tliem all at ba^. I tben we»tat 
him myaoir, fearing that be would kill one of tbcm.

Wo bad killed one more than our own number, bow> 
over, and five more were so sevoroly wounded that they 
wore removed on 'charpoys/

Surely 
annexation wu a 'heavy blow end a great discourage¬ 
ment' to me, at leeti. In tho military line, too, I 
have been equally udoeky, Aiom Uia (het of ny 
earvieoe having Uen with detacbmenfe ineUad of wi^ 
tho cniun army. 1 held my gronnd (asd olcared it of 
tho onomy, too) ibr wcehe, with only rao men at my 
back, and wbao every affloar, from Oenorel Whoder 
dowDwarde, entreatod a» to wiCltdraw and give it up; 
I frd 5000 mCD aod horaee fbr etx moathe by penozud 
and uDromiiUug rxeriioa; collected tlie rovoDuaa of 
the dUtnrbed dietrictf, and paid tj,ooo^. over and 
Above, into tbe treseory, from tho proceode of property 
tftkon iVom the rebel*. Boeidee thie, I worked for 
Oeaenl Wheeler eo Mlielactorily, that bo hae deolated 
publicly that be eonld have done notbing wilbout mo; 
60 much were the SiUu eaniged* at my proceedinge, 
that party after party were eent to mo off. 


* Bueh aa ironremioa had ny brothor'e daring and 
activity prodneod opon the aiiads of the Sikhe, that 
eeranf yeare aftvrwude U wee finaad that tha &kh

Qoweror, 1 need uot go oo with tbo 
catalogos, I have been egotiaiical onongli as it is. 
Tbe 'reward' for tliese Borrioce was losing my oivil 
appointmoDt, and being induced to Indf pay or lililo 
meifi ibr three montbs, oud tbo dietiuotion of boiitg 
tbe o&ly subnltoni mentioned in deapatobes for wboui 
Qctbing lias been done eltihor <ja proscntl' or 'iu 
prospectu.’ ' Hod your same been Hay or Hameay^' 
said General Wbeeler to me tbe other dny, ' no 
UonourBj no appointments, oo distinctions would have 
boen ooiisiderad too gi'eat to mark the services you 
Lave rendered to Govenunent.' Well, we sball live 
to SCO moi^e wars, or 1 am sadly Toistakeo, and then— 
1 leave yon to brush the sentence. 

Speaking of the systcDi of the Indian army;— 

Itareh i6^*, id^o. 

At tlie age at which olfiecia boooine colonels and 
majors, not one in fifty is able to stand tbe wear and 
tear of Indioa service. They become still more worn 
in mind tban in body. All elasticity is gone; all 
energy and euterpiise \vorQ oat; they bscooie, after 
a fbrtolght*s campaign, a burden to tbemseivce, an 
auneyanoe to those under them, and a terror to every 
ono bat the soemy I Tbe officer wUo commanded the 
cavalry brigade which so disgraced tbo service at 
Cbillianwalla, was net able to meant a hone without 
tbe assistance of two men. A brigadier of infuitiy, 
under wboxn I served during tbe three most ontioal 
days of tbe late war, could not see his regiment 
when I led bis horse by tbe bridle imtil its nose 
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f occhod tUd bayoiiote; and even felion bo said faintly, 
‘ Pray wbicb way ara Uio men focdn^, Mr. Hodeon?' 
Thie ij no exaggeration, I aasaro yen. Can you 
wonder that oiir troope have to recover by doepoTato 
lighting, and witii lioavy lo«, the ruI?nntAg08 thi'own 
away by the wont of heads and eyoB to load them ? 

A eeniority service, like tliat of the Company, is all 
very well for poor menj better still for fools, for 
they must riao equally ^vitb wise men; but ibr main- 
taining the diseiplina and edlcioocy of the army in 
time of peace, and hurling it ou ^e enemy in war, 
thora never was a syetem whioU carriod ao many evils 
on its A'Oiit and face. 

I tp«k strongly, you will say, for I feel aentalyj 
though I am so young a soldier, yst the whole of 
iny brief oai'cor has been spent iu camps, mid a year 
such as the lost, spent in almost oonstantstiilb, and 
a groat port of it on dotnoliod and independent oom« 
mand, toaehos one Ivstous wliioh tbJiiy years of 
peace All life, of parades and canloomonte, would 
never Impart. 

There are moo of iroo, like Nnpior and IlAdetsky, 
aged men, wlvom nothing aOhets j hat they arc just 
in snfhoioQt uumbore to prove the rnlo by establish' 
ing sxosptioss. Depond upon it, that for the rough 
work of war, cepoolally in India, yonr lendei’S must be 
young to be odective. 

If you cculd but eoe my beantifal rough and ready 
boys, with their dirt coloured olothse and swarthy 
faces, lying in wait fbrnSikh, I tbiokit would amuse 
you not a little. I must try and ecad you a picture 
of them. Alas I I am no longer a ' Cuide,’ but only 
a big-wig, administering justice, deciding dlspatee.

As it 
ie, the iadueDOe wluoU ho did produce lies bocu moot 
lastbig and etrihing in i(a ofthets. It is fait ovou 
in India; 1 cannot eay ixore tben SAai. 

Yon should come and live in India for five years ifyou 
wished to feel (supposing youevordonbfod it) the bonciit 
of our 'established’ fonos of Cbnsiianity. Even the 
outward signs and tokens of Its profession—cathedrals, 
obuicLes, collegos, tombs, ho^itolsj alms-houses—have, 
I am uow mom than ever convincod, nn biliicnco on 
men’s xoiode and piinolplcs and actions wJiich none 
but those who have beou removed Horn their iniluonco 
for yoois can feel or appreciate thoroughly. Tlvo 
more 2 think of this, tho more slmngly I feel the 
oflectof mere oxternal sights and sounds on tUo inner 
and better man. Our GoUtio buildings, oiir roUgious* 
looking churdiss, have, I an euro, a more roeirainiug 
and paoifylug inQuenca than ie generally belicvod by 
those who am habituated lo them, and have never 
folt the waot of ibsm. A few oathedials und vooe* 
mbla-looking edifices wonld do wonders in ov colonies. 
Hore we have nothing physical to remind ns of auy 
crood but Islamism and Hindooism. The compma- 
tive polity of the Moslem's creed k shown admirably 
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iti the jupcrioritj in toate and form of their ploecei of 
pm^or. CKristiauity aloue is throat otit of 
A bariTick'room, a bolUroom, o (lioiuif'i'oota^ poibapa 
a court of jiiatice, ioito the porpoec for which the 
* wiaJom nad piety of our anocetore' constructed auoh 
noble and etutoly tompios; foeUn^, jneUy, chat tho 
hum&u mind m iU wcaknoee it<)uirod to ho called to 
the exeroieo of d070tloii hytbcaonsoe as well ae by 
Tonaon and trill; that sopnmtion fVcm the oidinary 
seonce of everyday life, ita cai^, its toils, iti atousc- 
monts, is ueceseury to train tlio (bolinga and tbou^^hts 
to that statu in wbioh roUgions imprsMVone uro ecu* 
voyccl. I have not soon a oliuroh for three yoaie and 
moit, nor honixl the sorvico of the Church rood, save 
at intervals, in a I’oom in wliich, porlmpe, the urght 
befoi'e, 1 bud buon orualied by a gruat dinner party, or 
worn out by tho bustle and turmoil of nltore. Tbo 
building in which one toile becomes intimately neeo- 
oiatod with the toil iteclf. Tlmt in whicb one prays 
should At least linve some attribute to remind one of 
pmyoi\ 11 uroan nature shrinhe for long iVom (he 
thought of being burled in any but conecorated 
gi^und: the coituinty of lying dead some day or other 
on a hold of bnitlo, or by n I’OBileldc, hoe, 1 have ro* 
marked, t!io most strange efTcoton the soldier'a roind. 
Dopond upon it the same fooling hoUi good with re* 
gnrd to oonscorated placet of worship. You may think 
this faoeiful, bii(> I am soro you would feel it moi^e 
strongly ^an 1 do, were you to live for a tlmo in a 
country where evor^^thing iut nliffin has its living 
and existent memorials and evidencos. 

But to retuvn to reality: I have jast spent throe 
days in Sir Charles Napier's camp, it being my 
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du^ to accompeiDy btm Cbrougb suob part^ of CliO 
civU diab-ict bm ho may bavo oociufoD to visit. Ilo 
was ZDOst kind n&d oordisl; VDstly nmnsin^ and into- 
rcaiUng:, ocd gavd mo even a higher opiaioA of him 
than bofore.

Yoa would eqjoy ibia lovely voUoy extraTOoly. I 
did not know it woa ao beautiful, baviug only ecoii it 
before in ita wiutor drcaa. Nothing ean exceed the 
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loxuxiant boaubyof the vegetation^ tho plane trees 
and valouie espoually; exo^ the flqnalor, dirt, and 
povnty of tlie wretebed CaeUmorians. Tlio iCing U 
avaricioiu, and is old. The (haoose grovvs on him> and 
ho wont look beyond his money lags. There is a 
capitatioa tax on evory unlividiuil prnetuiug any 
labour, tindc, profeesion, or omploymont, oollooted 
l^ncy tlie Xxitidouoia Jinviug to go and pay a 
fourpenny and a eixpanny bitcnch, per diom, for tlio 
ploaauro of living in tiu town. Then tbo tax ou all 
ehnwla, goods, and fubrios, is about sovonty»i\vo per 
cant> inolndiflg custom duty; and this the ons solitary 
staple of the valley. The clnsf orops aro riooj and of 
this, what with one half taken at a alap na ' rovonuo,' 
or raat, and euudry otliev puUs for duoa, taxes, aitd 
oCbrhigs, ao littls romiijra to tha faroior, that in 
praotico ho paya aU or witliio a fuw Inialiols of all, hla 
produce to tha King; niul aaeiiraa in jvturn i:V 
and that uot of (lie bsat. Thna the Atrmor cIbm oi 
' Zemindura' aro ro<luced piutty tvoH to tlio aute of 
day>luboure»; yot tUo |>coplc aro all well olotUod, and 
fool ta to bo bad for the asking, ^^’hut a garden it 
might bo mads. Kot an aoro to whioh tho flnont 
water might not bo oouveyed withoi\t axponso worth 
!\aming, and a ell mate whore all produeu eemoa to 
peribetion, fitan wheat and buiOey to grapes und silk. 
Wa go northwards on the soth, Jimt to Luddich and 
Thibet, tbenoo to Iskerdo, and then acren the Indue 
to Gilghit, a i^rra iHCOffvUa to which, I boliovo^ only 
one European now living bos penetrated. Sir Henry 
Lawranoe is uot welt, and ositaiuly not up to this 
trip, but ha has made up Iiis miacl to go. 1 do uot 
gain atreugth as fast as 1 coold wish, but I iuitcy 
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whsii onoe tUoroughI/ unjkung, it takes a long time 
to reoovoi’ tbo wcuted touo. 

Wo ehaJl hftVQ anolkoi' Ci’ouliw ^vor in thd sold 
weather evidently, and I tonoy a xti^vt proloDged and 
complota aHhir than the last. Tho causa of the only 
}oaa suatoiuod in tlio lust eorlminngo woi tho pnnio of 
the Sepoys. They aro ot obilclroa in tlio honde of 
those AiTglians and hill triLoi. Our new Puigab 
Icvitf Tonglit 'like bricks/ but the Uimloostnueo is 
not a Im^xly onougb oiiimAl, phyeioally or (nomlly; to 
eon tend with tlie sturdier races west of Die Sutlej or 
tliQ Aotivo and AgliCing 'FathKus/ The veiy name 
stloka in John Sepoy’s throat. I must try and see 
tho tioti eontestj but 1 do not quite see my way to ib 
At preaent.

C/jn, iTfiAH LauAka, Avffurt 4iA, 1850. 

Who would IiAvo thought of my writiDg to you 
from Thibet. I em sitting in s little tunt about eight 
feet long, which just tnlroe a oaiTOW cot, u table, tmd 
chair of comp dioousions, sod tny tac^At^uii, gM)^, 
8eo., and a tin box conbiiuing books, papers, and the 
materiale for tins prMent epistle. Under tho seme 
tree (a yeiiUblo olMSuut) is Sir Henry lAwreneo's 
tent, A ditto of mine, in which ho is eomtovtably 
sleeping, os t ought to bo; oatsido are my pets^tbat 
if, a string of mules who accompany me in all my 
Utivola, and hare also iu the mountnius tho honour of 
oturying mo ns well os my boggsgo. The kitohou is 
under a neighbouring tree; and round a fire aro 
squatting our giUloat guards, a party of Mabarajii 
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OUolib Singb'i bousebdd bngado. Some of liU 
people occotopony u$, nnd wb&t with followers, a 
Mooubee o» two for bosineiB, oud tbeir fcllowen, I 
dnre say we are a p&iiy of two or throe Imndrod souls 
of all ooloora nnd oiteds — Cliiistians, Muesultnaas, 
Hindoos, Buddhists, Sikhs, end varieties of oaoh. 
Tlie orscdi of tho party are as varied as their colours; 
and tliai’s saying a good den], whon you eontinst my 
wluto fteo and yellow liair with 6iv lloniy's nut* 
brown, tlio polo white parol) menty •colour of the 
Rnshmeroo, tho benest bruuetto tin go of the tall 
Sikh, tiro olear olive brows of the ll^peot, down 
through all slmdos of dingisess to tiro deep black of 
the bw«cMtd Hindoo. 1 am one of the whitest men 
iu India, I fhaoy, as instead of burniug in the sun, 
I get blanched like endive or celery. How you 
would itnrs at my long booid, moustache, and 
whiikcre. However, to loturn from such persujinlitise 
to facts. The Indue is binwling along iivs liundred 
foet below us, u if in a hnwy to got ' out of that/ 
and al>ovo, one's ueck aolios with trying to see Co the 
top of the vast craggy mountaiiu which oocAno the 
ftroMn in its rocky chnonch So wild, so hcaveo- 
.forsaken a scone I never beheld ; living nature tbore 
is none. In a week's journey, I have soon three 
surmots, two wagtails, ind three jaokdaws: and we 
have averaged twenty miles a day. 

We met a Isdy the other day, in the rnostromaatio 
way possible, in the midst of tbc very wildest of glens, 
and olmost as wild weather. Slis is a young aod very 
pretty crofiturs, giflod with the most indomitable 
eoergy and endurance (ozeept as regards her husband, 
whom sbo esa’f eodare, and therofors travels alone). 
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Bot coao^ivc^ that for tbe Iiist iliKd ntonUis site has 
b^D mektng her waj on pony-heck noross & conntiy 
which tow mn would like to tinvonc, over the most 
formidnUe poMCSi ibo dee]>set nnd v^qiitiost riven, 
And wildest deserts in Aeio, For twenty days she 
Am in the ostrotne wilde of Thibet, witliont over 
seeing n human habitation; making snch long day's 
journeys as often to bo without food or bedding, 
traversing posies from sixteen to eightron thoasond 
feet a))ove the son, whom you oon bardly broalho 
without pain] ondurbig pain, siokuess, and every 
other mortal ill, yet |>arsevoriug still ] Poor oientuis, 
sUo is dyiug, X feoi’. It is ovidoot tliat she is in a 
deep oonsdmpiiou, created by a terribb AiU she 
hod down a preoipioo, at tlie eommcncemoiit of her 
journey. A^ell, one day wi mot ber between this 
plaoo and Cusbmere. She was sixteen ov twenty 
miles iVom ber tents, and the tain and davkuose 
wore eoiaiug ou apace; tbe tlieimoaeCcr down 
btlcw fifty dogreos. So we persuaded her to etop at 
our oncAmpmont. 1 gave her my tent and oot; 
ootod luVi maid; supphod her with wsvot stockings 
and sboee, water, towels, hruebu, &o., oad mado her 
comPortablo, and then wo eat down to dinner; and a 
pleoaantor eveuing I never spent. She was as gay 
os a lark, and poai^od out stores of information and 
aueodotes, and recounted ber sdveoturea in the 
' spiritedest' manaer. After an early breakfast tbe 
next morning I put her on her pony, aadsbe went on 
her way, and wo saw her no more. I hope she will 
live to reach tbo ood of Imr joanicy, aud not die iu 
some wild mouiitain-sido auattendod and alone.

They sre not e diotioct race like the 
Brahmiju of ladis, bet each fihot pessout devotee 
ODO of two or three eons to the eborcb, eud he Is 
thoocefoTWsrd devoted to o liTe of edibe< 7 , of shavoQ 
crowB^ of ericoson Appsrel, of mendieosey, of idle- 
ness, and of oomfort. They all acknowledge ^iritnal 
allegiauco to tbe great Llama at Lhom (some two 
months' joDroey from LsdAkh), by wIioa the abbot 
of each oonreot is i^pomtod on s vacancy occnrnugj 
and to whom all their proceedings ore reported. 
Niinoerics also exist on precisely the some footing. 
1 saw a few of tbe nnns, end their hideous appearance 
fuUy justified their adoption of eelihscy and seclusion. 
From theoF connosion with almost every fejnily, as 
1 have midj they ore notvenally looked up to and 
fiupported as a dose tbe people. F/veu Hindoos 
reverence them ; and their power is not only feared^ 
but 2 fenoy tolerably freely esorcieed. 2heir clu^l 
(a fiat>roofed eqn&re boilding eopported on pillars) 
is fornisbed with parallel rows of low benches 
to receive the squatting fathers. ^Hieir services 
consist of chants and reoitatiTe^ accompanied by 
the discord of musical {?) jnstraments and dmms, 
while perpetual lamps burn on the altars before 
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tbelr aad a veld/ perfOme fills iht aii. Hound 
the room om rode tliolfos eabUining sonberless 
Tolamss of nligious boob} not boned, bat ui sepa¬ 
rate leoves second betireen two psintod boords. I 
>7ni try and send /oa one, if I eon compt tho mind 
of sorno worth/ Llaam with profane silver* Tlicy 
aro geoaiDe Med icab, strange to sn/, i]>i«rect1/ 
corrsd oa wood, and tlien stampod od a Chinese 
paper. The figures of their iangcs, and thoir 
oostome and heod'dress of the images), arc 
Chiuwe ontirdj, not at all reaembling the Bbot 
drcfls, or ioarcel/ so, and thonglx faehionsd by 
TbibctiaA bandi, yon might fancy yoarsolf gn^g on 
the figUTCs in the Cbiaeso Exhibition at Hyde Park 
Comer.

From Laddkli tro go to Iskardo, some twelve 
m&i’clios lower down ibo lodes; where it has beezi 
joined by the water of Yarkund ; and iJienoe to 
GUghit, a valley ronuing np i^m that of the Indue, 
still lower down, and bordciHog on Badakltston. We

My i^egiment is on its way down tbe Gnngst to 
CsloutU, to take part in tbe war, tut the Barmsao 
liave proved so very unrormuUihia am enemy title time, 
tiist only half tbe iatonded foioe ia to be soitt ou 
from Oaleutts*; the rest being Iield in reserve. 
XJndor tliese ctroumatauces, and iu tbo espootation 
that the war will very epeedily be brought to a dose, 
the Govemor-Oeneml has detamioud not to allow 
ofllcars on civil employment to ]oUi their regiroents 
in tbe usual zimnner. I am thus spared what would 
Lave been a veiy fntiguiog ontl expensive trip, \vith 
very littlo hope of seeing any Bghting. 
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It was not long, howevei', before an oppor¬ 
tunity of seeing active service presented itself, 
and in a way, of all obliers, most to Ins taste. 
Hifl licavt ]\ad all along l)oea witli liia old 
corps, ' tlio Quides,* as his lettcit allow. He 
hiidtiikeu an active slnuv? in nilfling ujul train- 
ing them oiuginnlly, and os second in command 
dvuang t)ic i'ni\jul> ounpoign of 1848-9, liad 
eonti'ibated in no small degree to gain fur the 
Corps t)mt nsputatioii wKidi it Las recently so 
nobly sustained Lofore Hellii.

Wo are I’Ond/i of course, 
to boot and saddle at all houia; our riilos and oer* 
bines aro loaded, sud our swords Icson and bright: 
and woo to tlie luckless chief who, trusting to bis 
hoisss, desosoda upon tho plain too near our pioluts I 
Mean while, X sen civil us well as military cliiof. end 
the naUirol tAsts of the Euzofzai Fothiins for broken 
hondij murder, and violeaoo, os well m their litigious- 
ne«s about tboir lands, koops mo very bard at work 
from day to day. Perhai>e tiie life may bo mere suited 
to a careless bachelor, than to a husbaud with such a 
wife as mine; lut oven still it has its ohu'ins for an 
Rotivs mind and body.

1 am onjoying a little holiday from arms oad 
ktttchery ap in the cool hete with Susie. Murrvo is 
not more ^an 140 miles Aom Peshawur. Yon say 
tbftt you do not know ' what I moan by hills in my 
part of India.' TJtis is owing to the badoess of the 
maps. Ths fact is, that the wholo of tho upper part 
of the eouQtzy watered by the five rivers » moun- 
teioous. The Himalaya astends from the eastern 
fbontien of India to A(%hanisUn, where it joins tbe 
'Hindoo Eoosh,' or Caocasos. If you draw a lino 
from Peshawur, throngh Bawul Pindee, to Simla or 
Snbathoo, or any pUce marlnwl on tlie nqw thsrs* 
shouts, yoQ may assoms that all to ti>s north of thot 
line is mountmn conotoy. Another raos froin 
Peshawur, down the right bank of tiie lodos to the 
eaa. At Attok ths doodCsIds close in upon tlie 
river, or more correotly apoakiDg, the river emergsa 
fram the monataius, and the hi^er rooges end there. 
Tbe Pesbavnr volley is a wide open plain, lying on 
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tbs bauks o? th» CuUnl river, nbooi sixty miles long 
by forty biosd, oQcircled by rootmiains, some of them 
covei'sd frith idow for eight or niao montlia of tho 
yoftr. Eusofui if the uorth'ODftorn portion of this 
valley, ombraood botwooo the Cftbul river and tho 
Indus. Half of EusoPzni (the 'abode of tho obiUlron 
of Joseph') is mouutain, but wo only hold tho love! 
or pkin part of it. NevertlioJeie, a lar{^ part of iny 
little province is very liilJy. In the itoi tlNoost oorrior 
of EuEoftai, hanging over tlie Indus, is a vont lump 
of a hill, called 'Maliabun' (or the 'grunt furout'), 
thickly peoplod on its ilopei, nnd giving eholtor to 
some 10,000 arrned men, tho bitterost bigots whiub 
even Islura can produoo. Tlie hill is nbucit 7800 
foot above the level of the sea. This bne boun iden¬ 
tified by the wise risd with the Aernoe of Arrian, 
and Alexander ie supposed to have oroesod tho Indus 
at its foot. ‘Whether be did so or sot, 1 am not 'ut 
liberty to montion,' but it is oortoin that Nadir Shah, 
in one of his iaoureiooe into India, murohod his host 
to tho top of i^ and onoampod thei^o. This givos 
colour to tho story that the Kooodoaian didtlio same. 
As ill all ogee, there ora dominating pointe which oro 
Kisod on by mea of genius whon engaged in tho 
great gamo of war. Tho great principlos of wnrecom 
to change as little os the natural focturos of tho 
coantiy. Well, you will see how a monntAin rongo 
running 'ilaotingdicularly' ncross tlie Upper Puigab 
conUins many nice mountaiu tops suited to Anglo- 
Saxon adventurers. If you ood find Kamil I^ndoe on 
the maps, you may put your finger on Murree, about 
twenty, five Tnilea, as the crow flies, to the noitli- 
east. You should gets map of tho Pui^ab, Cashmere 
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and IskAi^o, puljlialied hj Arrow«mitb io 1S47. 
Georgia Mot me two of tLem. Tlioj' are tbe best 
publialied roApe I have seeo. As to tho Soso^td 
luver, that is, 1 am happy to soy, now ovor. It was 
tonibW while it lasted. Between the let March and 
the r5tli June, 1853, 835a persons died out of a 
population of 53,500. It was very similar to typlins, 
hnt had some symptoms of yellow fovor. It woa 
coadued to nativw. It appealed to be coutagious or 
infeotioua, bnt I am so ootiroly sceptical os to the 
oxistoDoe of either eectagioa ov inruetion io tUoao 
Indian complaints, that I cannot bring mysolf to 
believe that the appearances were real. 

Poor Colonel Mockison, the Commissioner at 
Peshawar (toe chief ciTil and politicol oflieer for the 
A^outier), was stabbed, a days ago, by a fanatic, 
while sitting in his verandah rending. The fellow 
woe from Sw&t, and said lie bad heard that we were 
going to invade his country, and that be would try 
to etop it, and go to henven as a mat^ for the faith. 
Poor Mackisou is still alive, bnt in a very precarious 
state, I fear. I hope this may induce Goreinmsnt 
to fake strong meosures with the bill tribes. 

He had soon to moixrn the loss of a stilt 
more valued fiiend;^ 

Cf<i. i6<A >853. 

You will have been much shoehed at bearing of 
poor dear Mr. ThoTosson^s death. 

It is au irreparable loss to bis family and friends, 
bnt it wUI be even more felt In bla pablio cupacify. 
He had not beeu vU, bnt died from sheer debility and 
exhaustion prodneod by overwork and application in 
the trying sssson jost over. Had be gooe to the 
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all would liavd bean right. 1 onnnct but thiulc 
that bo eaci’ihcod liicnaolf oa an examplfi to others. 
You oiay Inogine bow muuh I ]iave felt the lose of 
zoy earliest and lieet frieod In Indio, to whom I \fB 9 
uocQjtomed to detail all my ptoeeodingt, and wltom I 
wu woot to consult In overy difllouUy und doubt. 

On tbo and November he wrote from li;iwul 
Pindod to aunounco tlio birth of a douglitor. 
He Imd boon obliged provionxly to rotm^ntoliu 
dutien i but, by riding hnvd nil night, lind boon 
able to be with hie wife at tlie time, rmd, ailcr 
greeting the little itrauger, Imd immocliatoly 
to haeteu baclc to his (laidea on tlio A*outlor. 

Tlie Government, with a view to seonro the 
Kohat PoBS, were now prepnnng an expe¬ 
dition aguinattlio refruotevy tribe of tlio ]k)rcefl, 
one of tlie bravest and wildcat of the AfTgUnn 
race, in order to prove tliat tlieiv hills and 
valleys woi'o accessible to ciu' troops. 

Accordiugly, a force consisting of 400 men 
of her Majesty’s esnd, 450 Qoorklia*^, 450 
Guides, and tJie mountain tvun, marched at 4 
A.K.ontheinomhig of the e^th November, under 
the command of Brigadier Boilcau, to attaolt 
the villages in the Boree valley. 

I must supply iho loss of my brother's own 
account by a letter fmia an oMcer with the 
expedition •,— 

’ Our party, after crossing the hills between 
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' and the roein AiTreedee range at 

* two pointi, Te*xui)ted in the vaUej at 
' {0.30 A.M., and. with the viUo^ of tlie Boreea 

* before ue at the foot of sone prceipitoua crags. 

* The^e it at onoe became apparent mast be 
' carried before the Tillages covld be attached 
' and destroyed. The setrice dorolved on two 
' detachments of the Goorklias and Guides, 

* commanded bj lieutenants Hodson and 
' Ttumei, and the style in which tlicso gallant 
' fellows did tlteir work, and drore tlie enemy 
' from crag to rock and lock to crag, osd finally 

* kept them at bay from ri a.m. to 3 r.u., was 

* the admiration of the whole force. Wc could 
' plainly see tho onslaught, especially a deice 
' struggle that lasted a whole hour, for the 

* posaeseon of a breastwork, which appeared 

* inaccessible from below, but was ultimately 

* carried by the Guides, in the face of the 

* determinod opposition of the Adroedoes, who 

* fought for erery inch of ground. 

' Depend upon it, this crowning of the Boree 

* heights was one of the finest pieces of light 
' infantry parfoTtuanco on record. It was, 

* moreover, one which Aritabile, with xo,ooo 
' Sikhs, was unable to acoompUsh. During 
' tliese operations on the bill, the villages were 
' burnt, and it was only the want of powder 

* which prevented the soccession of towers 
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* which flanJcod thorn being blown into tho air. 
‘ The object of the expedition havbg been thns 
‘ fully ftchieved, the alcivmi shore wove recalled 

* at about three, and then the dilHcultioA of tlio 

* detachment commenced i for, ns ia well 
‘ known, tJio AfTghons aro familial' witli tho 

* art of following, tUongli they will nivcly meet 
' an enomy. Tho withdrawid of tlio Guides 
‘ and GoovkJma from tho lioightR was moat 
' oxoiting, and none but tho best (tlUcors and 
' tlie best men could have ncluovud iluK dut}' 

* ?dtU sucli comploto succosa. Lioutouaut 
' Hodeou’e tactice wore of tlio most bvilUunt 
' description, and tlio wholo foree having beou 
' once morere*unite<Un the plain, tboymnrehod 
' out of the valloy by the Tuvoouoo paw, which, 

* though farthest from the British onuip, w'lis 
' tho shoitcst to tho outer plains. The force 
' did not return to comp till botwccji tun and 
' eleven at niglii, having boon out nearly 
' eighteen hours, many of tho men witliout 
' food, and almost all without water, tho small 
‘ supply* which liad been carried out liar in g 
' soon been oxhanetod, and none being pro- 

* curable at Boroe. 

‘Not an ofllcer of the dclaclimont was 

* touched, and only eight men killed and 
‘ twenty-four wounded, Wlien tlie force first 
‘ entered the valley, there were not more than 
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* 200 Bovees in arms to mist; but before they 
' returned, tbe norober hsd iDcreased to some 
' 3000, teas and twenties pouria^ in eU the 

* morning from oil tbe viJUges snd bArolets 
' witbin many miles, intelligence of tlie attack 

* being eonTsjed to tliem by the firing.' 

Hy brother’s serrices on this occasion were 
thus acknowledged by the Brigadier conunand* 
ing, Colonel Boileaa, her kdsjosty's 32nd Begi- 
mont, in a despatch dated Not. 29tli, 1855. 

' To the adairabSfi eoadnet of IrtMteiuai Hodaou 
' in reconnoilriDg, in tlic skilful dispoaition of his 

* moQ, and the daring gslloAtrj with which he led 
' his Jiae Corps in ercry odToaoey meet of our aucxess

'jMsition, and 1 justly e resy eoniide&ee in bis

Thera ora but two ohaveboa in 
the Punjab } and tboi^e will bo an eleotrio tclegmph to 
Peahawur before a chorcb is commenced there, though 
the station has been one for four years, lu the 
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BMsou a largo Homan Cafcholio CLapel was built 
ttioroj and an ItalloA prisst from tlio Hropagucda busy 
in bis vocation. I olfbrsd Mr, 0. all tho tdd in tny 
powoi’, though I told bim candidly that I thought he 
hud not much cbanoe of success boi^e. A loi^ge sum 
hss been raised ot Peshawur for the MiosioD, but uu* 
fortonately tiisy have goua wild with tboorios about 
tbo lost tribes aud fulfil ennt of propbocios rospootin^; 
tho Jews, wluoh liss given a eomewUat vislonaiy 
obflraolor to llieir i)]an8. 21 r. C. wanted mo to 

think tl^ot tbcM Euzorzai HatLhns wore Bcn»i»Iiraol, 
and asked mo wbothor I bad hoard thorn ooll them- 
soWss so; and Uo was &gbnst when I said they were 
ns likely to talk of Bon d’lsrooli. All I onn oay Is, 
that if they bo 'lost tribos' I only wish they woald 
find out a bomo socnowboro else among thoir oousins, 
and give mo less troublo. ... My second in oommood 
was stabhsd m the buck by a fanatic the otlier day 
wluls on parade, and bas bad a wonder fill escape for 
bis Ufb. 

You would so delight in yom* little gmaddaughtor. 
Bhe is a lovely good bttls darling; as bappy as poe- 
aibU, and wonderlblly quiok and intelligent for her 
months. I would g^ve worlds to bo ablo to ran homo 
and see you, and show you my obild, but I Ibcr 
muoh that, nuless I find a 'nugget,' it is vain 
to hope for so moch pleasure jnst now.

TTP to tliis time my brother's career m Irwlla 
^ had been one of almost iminteiTUpted 
prosperity. He had attained a position ua* 
precedented for a mfin of his standing in tlie 
seiTice, and enjoyed a reputation for daring, 
enterprise, and ability, only equalled by the 
estimation in ^vLich he was held by all who 
Imew liinij for high priDoiplc aiid sterling 
worth. He was, as he described himself, the 
most fortunate and the happiest man in India. 
Bat now the tide of fortune toraed. 

A storm Imd for some time been gathering, 
the indications of which he had either over* 
looked or despised, till it burab with its full 
force upon him, and seexned for the momont 
to can*y all before it, blasting his fair fame and 
sweeping away his fortunes. hCony oircum- 
stances had conspired to bring about this result, 
some of which wiQ only be fully appreciated by 
those who are acquainted with the internal 
politics of the Punjab at that period. His 
appointment to the command of the Guides, 
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oyer tl]o licads of many of Ills seniors, liad 
from the first excited much jcaloiisy »md ill* 
will among tlie numerous napirauts to so dis- 
tiugiiislied a post. In Indi^i> moietlmn in any 
otlicr countjy, aman cannot ho pvoK^icvous or n>r- 
tnnate witiiout 3n«l< in g many on oni ics i ii i mI every 
oeceni above tlio lovol of your ootonipuiuvioB 
secures so many uriditional *giK)(l liutuva;' uur in 
tlioro any couutry wlicio aimiity is moro un* 
scrupulous in tim motuis to win cl i it lu^ 
recourse. This inattorcd compiivailvcly littlo 
to my brother*, lo long m Sir Hoiuy rAvwrcuoc, 
to whoso firm and disaritninating frierulship ho 
owed his appointnicnti remained iu power. 
IT©, however, Ii ad boon 1 ‘omovod from the Adrni* 
niatration of ilio Pui\jah, and those who luul 
effocted his rowovol, and now roignodB\ipromo, 
were not likely to look with very fivvonrablo 
eyes upon one who, like my brotUn*, wan 
known ui his prologi and confidant, and imd 
not pei'haps been os guarded, aa in prudonco 
he ouglxi to Imve been, in tho ©.xpressions of 
his opinion on vaiicmB bkmaaotions. More 
recently still, Colonel Mockeson, tho Besidont 
at Peshawuv, his immediate superior, for wliom 
])o entertained the highest regard and alTcction, 
which was, I holieve, reriprocated, had fallen a 
victim to the dagger of the assossm. This 
had, iC possible, a still more injurious LDduonce 
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on my brotlier'fi poeitioi), as tlie newUesideat 
was^l^oth on public and privaio grounds, opposed 
to him, and made no secret of Ins wish to got 
rid of him from the charge of the hontiec. 

Witli a prospect of auoh support, ay 
brother's enemies were not likely to be idle. 
He hod beon warned more than once of their 
undermining operations; hut strong in con¬ 
scious iiitegiity, and unwilling to suspect 
othei'S of conduct which ho wouldliave scorned 
himaclfi ho ' hold straight on* nsnsl 

couno, till he found himself ovorwlMlmed hy a 
mass of charges sifecting his conduct, both in 
his militaiy and ci?il capacity. 

All that m Alice could invent or ingenuity 
distort, was brought forward to give impor¬ 
tance to the ncousations laid against him. 
Every trifling irr^ularity or error of judg¬ 
ment was so magnified, that a mighty ihbric 
was raised on a single grrdn of trutli; and the 
result was, that towards the closo of the year 
he woj summoned before a court of inquiry at 
Peshswur. 

That which seemed principally to give 
colour to the charges against him was, that 
there was uudeniably confusion end inegulavity 
in the regiroentnl accounts; but this confusion, 
far from having originated witb him, hud been 
very materially rectihsd. He had succeeded 
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to the command ia October, 1853, ami within 
iW6Qt7-four hours started on a cauipjiij,nr which 
lasted between seven and eight weeks, uitliout 
any audit of nooounts between liimsclf and jiis 
predceeasoT, who had, immediately ou jimking 
overtlio command, loft for England; ho timt 
he found A mius of imoxplaiucd canhmian, 
wluoh 3 io had boon endeavouring, durijig his 
period of coniznand, gradually to induce to 
8omo order. This lie liad to a certain extent 
aceompliehed when summoned unexpectedly 
to undergo an inveatigaiion and aneot tlm 
graroat accusations. 

I will, liowever, in preference to any state¬ 
ments of my own, which might not iinuaturally 
be suspected of partiality, insert hero, t)tough 
it was wiitteji at a later period, a lottoi*, giving 
an account of the whole aflhir, from one whoso 
opinion must cany tlio greatest weiglit with 
oil who know liim eitlior pex'sontdly or hy repu¬ 
tation, Sir 11 . Kapior. It has somewhat of an 
oidoiol oharoetei', as it was addressed to the 
colonel of tlie 1st Bengal European Pusiliors, 
whon my l)rothor subsequently r^oined that 
regiment. 

And I may hero observe, witli regwd to 
anything wliich 1 may now or hercattex say 
redecting on the conduot and motives of tlioso 
concerned in this attempt to ruin my brother’s 
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progpecU, tliat I should not have ventufod to 
make thego temavki simply on lui Authority, 
unlesa I had liad them ooniimed, mid more 
thnn confirmed, by men of the hijfhert oha- 
rneter, both civil and military, who wore cogni¬ 
sant of all the truisaetioDs, and did not icraple 
to exprwf their indignation at what tirey 
flharjwtensod as amoet cruel andunjuet* pereo- 
cution.

On tile receipt of Major Beynell Taylor’s 
report, to vhicb. reference is kere made, Mr. 
Montgomery (then one of the Commissioners 
for tlie Ponjab, now the Chief Commissionci' 
in Oude), one of the men who, under Ood, 
hare saTcd India, wj'ote ae follows 

' To me the whole report seemed more satis- 
' factory than any one I had crer read; and 
‘ considering Major Taylor’s high clioracter, 
' patience, and discernment, and the lengthened

All thie, however, is an anticipation of the 
due order of events. I must go back agfun to 
the Conrt of Inquiry, in order to show more 
dearly the injustice to which Lieutenant 
Hodson was exposed. The proceedings of the 
Court terminated on die r^th JaniiAiy, 1855. 
Till they were submitted to the Governor- 
General,, no dedsioa could be given, nor any 
report published, though cveiy publicity had 
been given to the accusations mode. Up to 
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tbe last week In Julj, the papers had not been 
forwarded from Lahore to he }aid before him. 
Meattwhile, not merely had my brotlior been 
suspended from civil and military duty during 
the inquiry, but without wniting for the result, 
bo had Ijcon superseded in )uh command, on tlio 
ground that hie continuing in IDuisolRai, where 
his corps was stationed, was inconsistent with 
the public interest. This will appear scarcely 
credible, but worse remains behind. 

Ten months after tiie oonclunon of Uic 
inquiry, in nonsoqnenoe of repeated applicatiouH 
from my brother for a minute investigation of 
his accounts, lidajor Taylor, as had been 7non> 
tioned, was appointed to examine thorn, and on 
tbe 13th February, 1 ^56, made his report- Tl 10 
document itself is too long and technical for 
publication, but the written opinions I Itavo 
already quoted of Sir E. Napier and Mr. Mont¬ 
gomery are sufdcieni to show that it completely 
established Lieutenant Hodson’s innoccnoo, 
teid cleared him from the grievous and unjnst 
imputations coat upon him. Tei in MarcJi, 
1S57, he discovered that this report had never 
been communicated to the Comm.aadcr-in- 
Chief, or Secretary to Government, It had 
been quietly laid aside in some office, and no 
more notice t^en. Lord Lalhonsie left India, 
having heard all that conld he said against him, 
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ajid notliuig m his visdication. I migM give 
mmj oUior dstftila iUastrotiTd of the manner 
in which, even in the nineteenth centoiy.

Yoor letter written tbis day three montlis reached 
roe at TJod^la, at our mildset of ' dxobbams' io the 
Toiddlo of February, and dcserTed an suiter reply, 
bat I have been quite takon cot of iho private corroa- 
pondoaco line lately, by inesAut oalJa on my tiue. 
Ka^cqeQtel work in cauap in India, with Lhiropean 
reg^mente, no loss than in qnartcre, is conbrived to 
out up one’s time into fufinitealmel qnimtitlee, and 
keep one waiting for every otlior half*hour tbron^h 
the day. I bad more time for wilting when 1 com- 
znaod^ a frontier regiment, and governed a proviim!

This waa the last letter receirod in England 
iroxQ mj brother for some months. Six days 
after it was written, ilie outbreak at Meerut 
oeourrod, and almost immediately ladia wae 
in a blase. 

‘ Poitunate was it’ (my brother afterwards 
said) ‘ that I wus delayed by General Anson 
' tin he received an answer ftom Lord Canning, 

* or I should undoubtedly have been murdered 

* at somo station on the road. The answer 

* never came. It roust have been between Cal- 
' outta and Allygurli when disturbances broke 
‘ out, and was, wjtli all the d^ for many days, 

' destroyed or plundered.’ 

^ Most fortunate, too, was it (if wo may use 
such an expression), that in the hour of India’s 
extremity. Lieutenant Hodson was within 
roach of the Coinmander-in-Chief, and avail- 
Sable for service. It was no longer a time to 
stan d on odlciol otiquette. In that crieia, which 
tried the bravest to tlie utmost, when a strong 
will and cool Iiead and brave heart were 
needed, ho at once rose again to Hs proper 
place in counsol and in action. 
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But I mufit not anticipate wliat belongs to 
tbs nsxiclmpter. One fact, however, 1 cauuot 
refrain from stating here, as an appropriato 
conduflion of tins narmtdve, that wllliiti six 
wsoluf of iho 8ato of the last loiter, Lieutenant 
Ho^lson was nctnnlly commanding in iUu 
before tbo wdla of Delhi, by fJcuuvul Rumavcl'a 
tpcciai rcQuent, i)m very corps of OuidcH (vimv 
wludi ho iiudbecn so unjustly uunted two years 
boforo.

the loth May occorred the outbreak aft 
^ Meerut, closdy followed by the massacre 
at Delhi. 

On the r 3 th, ordei'e were receired at Eugshai, 
froia the Comuiaadei*iA-Chief, for tiie ret 
Bengal Duropoao Fusiliers to maxdi without 
delay to Umb^, where all the regiments from 
the liill stations were to concentrate. They 
set ont that afternoon, and reached UmbAla, a 
distance of 8b:ty miles, on the morning of the 
second day. From this point Xneuien&nt 
Hodson’s narratiTe commences. It is com* 
piled from the lettei's ov bulletins which he 
sent day by day to his wife, written as best 
they might, in any moments which he could 
snatch from the OTerwhelming press of work, 
sometimes on the field, sometimes on horse¬ 
back. It is idmost unnecessary to observe, 
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that they wave not intended for tho jmhlSc cyo, 
and wonld never have been published had my 
lamented brother been nlive, as lie lind the 
greatest honor of any of his letters appearing 
in print, Now, imiiappily, tlio case ifi diJfercut, 
and I feel, in common witli immy of his 
friends, that in jastice both to Ininsolf uud to 
the galhmt band who formed tlio ' nrmy before 
Bdhi,’ tliis record of heroic fortitude anil 
endurance ought not to bo withheld. It doi^n 
not profess to be a history of the siege, or mili¬ 
tary operations connected with it : thougli it 
is a most valnable contribution to any history, 
as Lieutenant Hodson, irom his position a? 
bead of tlie Intelligence Department, know 
better, probably, tlian any otlior man wliat 
was going on both amongst the enemy end in 
onr o'm force j aucl hix iiicidciital notices will 
tell, better, perhaps, than the must lalnaival 
description, what our men did and wliat tlicy 
suflered. Full justice will proliably novi:v bo 
done them, not their faying position a)ipvu- 
dated as it ought to bo; besjcgera in uamo, 
ihough more truly boRiogcd j exposed to iners- 
Baut attacks night and day; continvuilly tbinuod 
in numbers by tiie sword, the bullet, the suu- 
stroke, and cholera, and for many weeks 
receiving no roinfowements; feeling sometimea 
as if they were forgotten by their countrymen, 
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and yoii liolcling their ground agoiust a nation 
in arms, without murmuring or complying, 
and with unshakao determination. All ac- 
oounts agree ia apeaking of the cheerful and 
'piuoky* spirit that prev^ed, both amongst 
ofhcere and men, notwithstanding fatigue, pri* 
Tution, uid lieknoM, os something quite 
remarkable even mnongst British solders. 
And if there wu one more than aootlier who 
Gontributod to inspire and keep up this spirit, 
if tl^ero was ono more than another who 
merited that which a Roman would have oon< 
sidurod the highost praise, that he never de¬ 
spaired of his country, it was Lieutonant 
Hodson. 'i have seen a letter from a dis¬ 
tinguished officer, in which lie says 

' AiTairs at times looked very queer, from tho 

* frightful expenditure of life. Hodsou'a face 
' was then like sunshine breaking through 

* the dark clouds of despoudenoy and gloom 
' that would settle down oocasionally on all but 
' a few brave hearts, BngUnd*s worthiest sons, 

' who were dotetmined to conquer.' 

If any should be disposed to think that my 
brother, in these letters, speaks too exclusively 
of bis own doings, they must remember, in the 
first place, to whom they were addressed i and 
secondly, that in doscribing OTcnts^^ttCJww 
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pars moffna/uit —it voold be almost impossib^o 
not to epsok of lumaolf. 

Ha hlmaelf, even in writing to lus wife, 
thinks it necessary to ^)o]ogizo for being 
* egotistioal/ 1 b^ve, on tbo other hmd, 
that the higliest inicrest of tiio following nnr- 
rative will bo found to cons bet in iU being 
. a p^sonal narrative, a Idstory of tlic innn.

hoot and dangoie and annoyances of our li(h bore. 
Poor Brown was badly wounded Jast night in the 
shoulder. I much feoi that Dr. Hay bos been 
mordered at BaieiUy; Ms name is among tlie missing, 
and scarcely a liopo itimaros. 

Juns iqii. —I am up and dressed, and cmirling 
about a Ktde to-day, but much weaker tiiau I fancied, 
end dizay with quinine and vexed at l>eiQg useless 
at each a time.

I fear there is no room to 
doubt tbat Dr. Hay is dead; he was sotuolly bung, 
with other civilians, in iho cporketpUoa at Saroilly, 
aiter going tbrongh a mock form of trial. All the 
Europeans at Sbal^jehanpoor have, we bear, bron 
aordered while they were in church, at tlie same 
moment as nearly as possibletbat the Bareilly tragedy 
was going on. 

June ao 4 &.—I am mueb better to-day, but etill 
very weak, yet work X must.

The 3rd JSnroponas 
and D'Oyly's Battery went out io meet Gicm wiUi tho 
Eotah Contingent. The Contingent tnrnod egnimt 
UB oe soon as they came in sight of tbo enemy. A 
fight ensued; in whicli the mutineers got well bcatcH; 
despite tJie treachery and great cliB])arity of numbers; 
two of their guns wore taken. On our aide wc lobt 
one gun, tijo tumbrils bavujg been blown up and iUe 
borscs kiliod. All our men's otnmunition was ox- 
peaded; and they bad to retire in good order iuCu 
the fort. B'Oylej was killed and two officers woundod. 
Thiiiy oonaltica In all. The mutineers then rusUod 
into cantonments, which they burnt and pillaged; tbon 
broke open the great Jail and released tho priBoncre. 
They did not venture near tho fort, bnt marched off 
iOft'erda Muttra, and will, 1 suppose, oome Aere. Tlie 
delay hero is aickerting; if it continues much bnger, 
we shall bo too weak-banded to attempt to tako the 
place until fresh regiments annve.

, I IiaTO just bade good-bye to Colonel 

Welchman. The poor old man ia bettor, but eadly 
pulled down and aged. The doctors now think his 
arm may be saved, that it may rem^ on, but it will 
never be of the slightest nee to him ogain, the elbow- 
joint if eo raoeh Icgurod. lie and Captain Brown 
atait to-moiTOW night with a convoy of siok and 
wounded men and officers for Cmbdla and tlie liJlIe. - 
Of U)eec, the rat Fnailiore form a sad proportioo. 
‘With one or two exceptions, notluug could be batter 
or more gsllant than tbe oouduot of this regiment. 
Jacob, Graville, Wriibrd, all fidmiiablo in tius Hold, 
and tbe younger officers beyond all pfdsc; Butler, 

F. Brown, Owen, and Warner, markedly eo. In all 
tbe worst of the awful heatj dust, futigno, work, and 
privation— 4 nd ell have been beyond description—our 
plucky fellows have not only kept up their spiiits, 
bat been an example and pattern to the camp. If any 
one was down in bis luck be had only to go to tbe 
Fuslliere' mees and be jolly. 

!Zbe story in the papers about the boot was esaen- 
tiaUy correct for once, thoagb bow thoy should 
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liave liold of it 1 do not know, for 1 never 
zneatiODcd it ovor to yoa, einee it oerfcalnly oould 
not be callod a wound; tkau^b n very narrow escape 
front one. A raaeally PanJy mode u thriat at my 
horse, wbioL 1 parried, when ho soiled his ' tulwar* iu 
both bands, bmgio^ it down like a slcd^ hammer ; 
it caogbt on the iron of ray antigropolos legging, 
which it broke Into ilie skin, cut through the stirrup- 
leatbor, and took a ^ioo off my boot uid stocking; 
and yet, wouilcrM to say, tbs sword did not peoetrste 
tho skin. Both my horse and myself woro staggered 
by tho force of the blow, but I rcooverod myself 
quickly, and I don’t think that Pnndy will ever raise 
bis 'tulwar' again. I should not have eoteivd into all 
these details about self but for those thesome papers 
Iraving mods so much of it. The light on that day 
(the 141b) was the old story. An attack in forco on 
the right of our position; the onemy >rere allowod to 
blase away, expending powder, and doing us no Uarm, 
until 4 r.v., when a colimm was sent down to turn 
them out of the gardous and villages they had oeonpied, 
and drivetheni back to tlm uiy. I b&d just returned 
from a long day's wodr with the cavalry, miles away in 
tho rear, aud bad come book as for as Light’s advanced 
battery. I was chatting with him for a few miantes 
anjwtanS, when 1 saw the colomn pass down. 1 
joined ih and sent for a fo^y horsomon to accompany 
me, and when wo got under Are, 1 found the Oalde 
Infantry, under Shobbeare, had been sent to join in 
the attack. I occempanisd them, and wbile the 
Foeiliers end Coke's men were driving the mass of 
the enemy belter-skoltcr Uiruugh the gardens to cor 
right, I Vfoat, with the Guides, Goorkbae, end part of 
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the PasQUrs, ths Grand Trank Bwtd Iradiiig 
nght into th9 gaUs of Delhi. We mn espoeed to a. 
beery fire of grape from the wilh^ end moiketry from 
behind trees end rocW; but pnebing on^ we drove 
them nghi sp to the rerj walU, killing uncounted 
numberaj end then were ordered to roliro. This woe 
done too qoiekly hj the ertflleiy, end some conrutiou 
eniacdj the troope hortying bock too feet. Tko eon- 
eeqoonco was, the enemy ralUod, bringing np infhntry, 
then n Urge body of cavalry, end bebiiid tliom nguin 
two gnne to bear os u. .Tb«e were vory fow of 
our men, bot I nunaged to get oigbt horeemon to 
the front. Sbebbeere, iboogb woeudod, aided n\o in 
rallying eovte Guide Isfentry, and Grarillo and Jaooh 
(wboae heme bad jaat bean ehot) coming up, brought 
a few acattered Fusilms forward. I mlled on the 
men to Are, aasuring them (bat tbe body of oavidry 
coming down would i>eT«r etond. 1 got a fuw mon 
to open fire; ny gallant Gitidee ftood tlieir grannd 
like men; Skebbeere, Jacob, Ororillo, uid UUlo 
Butler, oamo to Ibe front, and the nuMf of tlie enemy's 
oavnlry, Joat as 1 mid, etopped, reriod, turned, nud fled 
in eonriieion; tbe guns behind thorn wero for tlio 
momont deaeriad, and I tried bard to get np a eliargo 
to capture them; wo wore within tliirty pncce; 
twenty*five resolute men would have 2>oeo ooongh } 
but the eoldiore wore blown, and oonld not poah on 
in tba free of aueh o<Idt, unsnpportod ae we wera, for 
the whole of the rcat of tbe boope Iiad retired. My 
eigbi boreoiDcn stood ibeir grtmnd, and the liUle knot 
of officers need every exertion to udns, when aoddenly 
two rasoa}a rnshed forward with Kghtcd portfirea in 
their bands, fired the gnns, loaded with grape, in our 
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fecce, nnd whon the smoke cUaa’ed &w&;, wo found, to 
our iullnite disgust and c}iagiin^ that they bad 
UmbcrtHl up tho gund and wore off at a gAllop. Wo 
hod tliQD to ofibot OUT retreat to r^oin tire column, 
under a heavy ili’e of grape and muskoitj^ and many 
men And olHoors wero bit in doing it. I managed to 
got tbe 0 nidus to retiro guiotly, fighting os tbey 
wout, aud fiibly chocking the cnomy, on n'hich I 
galloped back and brought np two gnne, vhon wo 
soon eloppod all opjMwiUon, and drove tbo last living 
rebel into hie Pandemonium. My Ouldeo stood firm, 
and, as well os my now men, bohaved admirably ; not 
so all who WOTO ougaged, and it was in conseqneDca 
of that poor ChamWlaiu got wounded; for seeing a 
bositation among tbo bcoopa bo lad, who did not bko 
tbe look of a wall lined with PoncUos, and stopped 
short instoad of going up to it, bo Icnpod bia horao 
clean over the wall into tho midst of them, and dared 
the men to follow, wbiob they did, but he got a boll in 
tho sbonlder. There is not a braver heart or cooler 
head in camp; bis fault is too gi’oat hardihood and 
exposure in tho field and n sometlmos too injudicious 
indilTereuce to his own life, or that of Vis moo. We 
areiu a nice Ax boro; Ocneml Hoed is so ill bo is 
ordered away at onoe; Chamberlain is on bis back for 
six weeks at least; Norman, however, is safe and 
doing admirably, wore bo to be bit, tho' bcad^^nartei's’ 
would biDok down altogether. There will bo no assault 
on Delhi yet; onr 1*01019 will sow leas than ever 
deddo on a bold oontse; and truth to toll, the numbers 
of tbe enemy have so rapidly increased, and ours have 
been so little roplonlsbed in proport^n, and our losses, 
for D small army, have been so severe, that It becomes 
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a qae«Uon» tvliether no^v we U&7d amnbers suSeicnt 
to risk ao oesadl. ‘Would to Heaven it bad boon 
tiled when I first pressed it. How many bravebearis 
faiva been sacrificed lu oonaoqcoucc. Coke's men 
sutTeied sevaralf on the i4tli fiom gettiug; too close, 
jei not close anoogb, to tlio cit/ tvnlls.

We were oommaoded by a fioo old gcotlcman, who 
might sit for a portrait of Fslstaff, so fat and jolly is 
he; Colonel Jonee of the ^oth Rifles. We got 
down to our point, does to the walls of Delhi, 
easily enough, the nsally enemy being ready enough 
to turn and fly few sbdter; but to return was the 
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difilcolty; Uie insUnt we begeo to draw off, they 
followed 08, thdr mmihere giving tbezQ a 

greet power of esooya&ce at ray eb'ght cost to 
thcmeelvee. brave old colonel wu going to 

retire 'sU of « beep,’ mfootiy, gans, and oil in a 
h^plfy arid we eboiitd bnvo enflered cnid love 
in tboee narrow rood^ with walla and baildiogH on 
both aidtt. 1 rodo op to him and pointed tliia ont, 
and in reply roceivad airU MsMeie to act w I saw 
boat. Tliia vaa aoon doDO \nth tba asiMUnce of 
Henry Yicara (Adjutant diet) and CogUiU (Adjutant 
and Bengal Eoropeon Fn^iora), both cool aolOion 
under fire, thongb ao joang, and vo got off in good 
order and with tzifiiag lom, drawing the men book 
ilowly and in regular order, covered by IHxon and 
Idoney^s gnna. My own man, whoaa duty wna the

Tandy oh esc nn unuscuiUy ioconveuieut hour for bia 
attack^ aod kept ua out until the alternoou, and thea 
I was busied io attending to onr poor friend Colonel 
Soaton, who, t grieve to say, was badly wouuded,a 
musket'buU having entered Uis loft bitost and oome 
oat at his back, proviclcutially pnssiug ontsido the 
ribs instead of through his body; bia luDga ore, ho^r• 
ever, slightly injured, either by abrohen rib or the eoa* 
cussioQ, aodantil ibis ascertained to what extent thie 
bos gone, he is eonsidered in tlauger. I do not mysoir 
think there is danger, os no uafkvourable ^mptom bos 
yet appeared, except a slight spitting of blood; but 
he is so patient and qniat that all is in his favoixv.

Havelock hoa captured all tho vnomy’s guns, and in« 
flloted sovero punishment. The dcstiuotion ofSiv Hogh 
'Wbesler and his party is feUy confirmed, and Havelock 
was too late to save tho nnfortiujato women and ehiU 
droa, who worn mussuored m their piisou, iMfore his 
arrival, by tlicir guards. Such fiends as I hose our arms 
have never mot with in any pnrl of tho world. May

Oo. tho pth a powder 
nunuiboiory exploded, and they suapond^ tlio 
minister, Hukaom Ahaanoolnl), and aoarohud hia bouto j 
tlicva tiiey fonnd a letter v?bich bad been sept him, 
ooDoootod by Mcolvie Ilujob Alee, whiuli oonfirmed 
their auBpioiona, so they plundered aiul burnt hie hemae, 
wliDe bo hiinsolf wee only saved by taking refuge in 
the palaoe witli the king, UU ouster, who it seems ia 
kept oioeo pHeoasr there, his sons giving all enters, 
and ruling with a rod of iion. They say, however, 
that tbo king has got laavs to sond hie wivos and 
woQon out of the Ajmojo gate to the Kootob. I trust 
it nay be so, for we do not war with woman, and

Talking of iaolonsvca, oue day, under a heavy 
dre, Captain came up to mo, and begged

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to rememler that wo were eoldiora fighltng: to^tlier 
m a ooznmoQ oanse. Ae I wu Uie injurud partj^j 1 
couhl aObnl to do this. Tba tama and place, aa wall 
fl9 hv xsaunor, appealed to my hotter foelingt, ec I 
held out my hand at once. Nowadays, we musii 
stand by and help oacU other, forgot all injimoe, and 
rise superior to them, or, tHd help us I ;ro8honld 
bo ifi ternhle plight. 

Aufttfi jAi^.^ThU moninffA foino under Colonel 
6 bowel's moved down before day break Lownitls Clio 
oity, or rather the gardens outside tlio city gntos, nnd 
gave the enosiy, who h&d boon enrcoRCod behind i!io 
garden walls for a couple of days, and given our 
pickets aonoyanee^ a good thrashing, taking four of 
their guns, and iodieting a heavy loss. AU wore baek 
in camp by y r.u., so it was a very comrortablo 
UtCls Kffair. Onr fellows did admirably. CapCaia 
Qrsvillo captured ono gun with a handdiJ of man, 
getting slightly wonnclod in tho act. Showers him* 
self, Coke, and young Owen, weroalso wounded, and 
pooryoung Shciiff of tlis snd mortnlty soj the loss 
among the men was small lo propoiiion to ilio succosa. 
Iho Totnrn to camp wss a scene worth witnOMiing, the 
soldieiv briogiog homs in triumph tho gnus tlioy had 
eaptured, a soldier with muskol and bayonet dxod 
riding oadt horse, and brave yonng Owen aatrido ono 
gnn, and dose&t olmging to and pushing it, or 
rather them, olong with might and lauiu, and chouriag 
like mnd tilings. I was in the thick of it by acoidout, 
for 1 was looking on as woll os I could through the 
g^oocij when Coke asked me to find Brigadier Showen 
and asy he was wounded, and that the guns rvoro 
taken. I ibond Showers himself wounded, and then 
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litul to iind fr field olfioer to talu ecmiaaod^ after wbicb, 
I ouieted goDsnllj in drawing off tha mon— 
withdrawAl or rotlrome&t being tbo moet diflicolt 
matter always, oad iw^uiiing as much atcudinesa as 
OD attack, 

wish I could got eoiDd pay, but 
money is terribly ecarca and living dear, my favonrito 
beverdgo, tea, pardonkrly so. 1 have tliorofoi'o sent 
to tJmlj&la for soma. 

Qhoolnb Siugb's di^tK is usfortunato at this 
jk^netuFo, but 1 fancy wo have too muck to do juit

A number of the enemy got into u bouae, 
and fought Like doviUj but wo mootond them ood 
flew the whole. YoaUrdoy wo mai^ohod on hero, in« 
tonding to roconooitre aod baroao lo Coeoqiio' a 
largo party of horeemen ond* foot, with two guna, 
who have boon moving along from Belbl, pluudoriog 
tbo wrotobed villagora surcuU, and throataning to 
attack Hanaio. TJioy, bowevor, thought diecrotiou 
tbe better port of valour, and boating of our approach, 
started ofi* at a tangont before we got soar enough 
to atop thorn. 

We have been dronchod with nun, bo I am halting 
to dry and feed both men and horses, and then wo 
go on to Uohtuek. 1 have noarly 300 men and fivu 
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officers—Wftixlj WiBo, tbe two GoogliSj asd Mficdowdl, 
—aU iirst*rfite soldiers. I bave eighty Guides, and 
tbe rest my own men, who do wondorfully, coosidciv 
ing how e^ly nntnunod and tmdUoipImed they arc. 
'We ore rgcgbicg it in more ways Chan one, and the 
euu is temUy hot, but we are all well and in high 
epIHts, for though it is a bold gamo to piny, 1 am too 
careful to lun unnecessary risks, or gut into a fix. I 
have douo a good deal alroody, and shall, I hope, recover 
Kohtuck tc'day, when 1 do tiiut tho autlioriticfl will 
consent to keep it, and not let us Uavo tUo work to 
do twice OTor, as at Bliftgput.

I hope to take Bolituok to-day, and I troat axmnge- 
meuis wifi bo mado for keepiug it.

1 
hoHevo Oreatlicd did make this aiYangcmcnt, but 
Baimcs put some spoke in tUe way, so that tho Riyah 
is uncertoin how to act.

Tbii la the firat i«tt linoe Bobur; we kevo lied rery 
hard woi'k, groat boat, and long expoauie; bnt, thank 
Qod, are ell weU and aate, and bavo douo aomo 
hueineaa. I mnrobed from Bolmr on the oreslng 
of Uio On ismoblng RohtuoU, we found the 

Miuiidman portion of the pooplo, aud a erowd of 
Irregulari, drawn np on the walla, wblloa uouiiderehlo 
party woi^e on a mound cutalde. I liod ridden fbr- 
ward with Captain Waid and a few ordarbea to leo 
bow tbo land lay, when the raaeale fired, and ran 
towards ua. I aont word for my cavalry to come up, 
and rodo elowly baok myeolf, in order to tempt them 
oat, wbidi had portly tho deaUvd odbot, and ea eoon 
M tny lending troop onmo up, we dnahed at tltcm ood 
di'ove them Imltor-akelter into tlie towU| killing i^lwe 
overbook. Wo then oncamped iu what xraa the 
KnicboiTy compound, end bed a gratefnl roet and a 
qnlot ni gbt. Tlie roproeejitoUvca of th c better dispoeed 
part of tbd populafuon came oat to me, and lunply 
provided ne with sapplioe for both man and boost. 
The rost woi’O to have znodo their 'amendo' hi the 
morning: but a disaOected Kangur went o(F early, 
and brought up 300 Irregular hoiecmen of iho muti* 
noon—jsb, 13th, 14th, and other robole^aud having 
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collected about looo armed roecols oa foot, ccunc out 
to attack 1117 little jiarty of hta-elj joo nbi'cs aod six 
officora. Tbo Sows d&aked at a gfalloj) aj) tba I'oad, 
and came boldly eno\igU up to cur camp. I bad a Fow 
minatcs befoi’t rortunotely racois'od notice of tlicir 
ioboTttioua, and as I hod kopl tbo koraca ready Siuldlod, 
we’vci'c out and at tbem in a few Bceoiuls. ^To drive 
ibomsenttoi'ing bock to tUo town wua tlio \vork of 
only aa many more, and I then, seeing tlkcir uumbons 
and tlie qunutity of matchlocks brouglit against ue 
from ganlcuB and embmsurce, dotomined to draw 
them out into the opm country; aucl tbo ' nteo' was 
aminontly sucocesTnl. I had (Quietly aciit off our little 
baggage nnpcrcrivedj hedf on hour before, so that Z 
was, as I mteaded, perfectly ikeo and nnfbttored by 
it^tsSinenia of any sorU I then quietly aod giiidually 
drew off boop after tioop into tlio open plain about 
a milo to iLa itor, covering the movement with 
ekfimisbors. My men, new as woU ae old, behaved 
coolly and admirably throughont^ thougli the firo was 
very annoying, and a retreat is ^dways discouraging, 
erea when you have on object in view. My officoi's, 
fortunately firegrate once, behaved Uko voterans, and 
everything went on to my oomploto Batisfactioo. 
Exactly what I badantiapated happoced. The enemy 
thought wo were bolUng, and came on in crowds, 
firing and yelling, and the 8oN?ara biiuidishiiig their 
sworde os if we were already in tlieir hands, when, 
soddsoly 1 gave the order, 'Threes about, and at thorn/ 
The men obeyed with a cheer; the effect was eleo> 
tricol} never was such a scatter. I launched five 
parties at then, each under an cSeer, ajid in they 
went, cutting and firing into the veiy thick of them. 
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Tb6 gvoand xtsm veiy vrot, and a difccK &7oarsd bliem, 
bat vra ctit down npwRi’da of dftj a oa many aoQonds, 
Tba ramnindor Aow baok to tko town, tvs if, not the 
Guidae and Hodeon'a Hono, bxit ddatU tind Uia davil 
woia at tboir besla. Their very unmbera ancunbered 
thorn, and the rout waa isoet oomploto. Unforta* 
natoly I had no ammunition loft, and therefore noald

round to the noith of the town, and enoamped near 
tbe ilrat fnsndly village we came to, whieli \fQ reeobed 
in the oorly afbamoom Oar euoooas was ao far com- 
plate, and I on moot thonhfbl to say with very 
trilliug lots, only two men rather aeverely woimded, 
eight in all touoliod, and a few hottofi hit, Mee-

Tills morning I >vas joined by a party of Jhosnd 
homo, wliom my goodfiiend tha R«\)ah sent aa soou 
as ho heard I was oomitkg Bobtuck-wards, ao I have 
now 400 horsemen, more or less, fresh amrauaitioa 
having come in thii mojulng, and am quite indepen* 
dout. I hear also that the General boa at my reoom- 
mendntioa sent out some troops in this direction j if 
so, order will be pormanently restored >a this distrlot. 
In tijrea days wc buve fVigbUned away and demoro* 
lised a fui'ce vf artillery,envoiry, and infantry some sooo 
strong, heat thoao who stood or returned to fight us, 
twice, in epite of numhuis, and got fed and fhrnisbod 
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forth by the rascaHy town itself.* Moreover, we have 
thorouglily cowed tbe whole nsighboorhood, and given 
them a tarte of what more they will get unless 
they hoop quiet in future. We count dgkty- 
ftve killed, and sumhen wounded, since wc left 
Delhi, wliioli ifl one good lesnlt, oven if tlicro were no 
other. One of them was a binto of the 14th Inegulnr 
Cavalry, who oommittod each biilohory ut Jhantd. No 
lottOTs have ronchod mo since I left camp, and 1 am 
not sure that this will reaoh there saToly. It is a 
terribly ogolisticcl dobul, and X am thoioiigldy 
ashamed of saying so much of myself, hut you insisted 
on having a foil, true, and pai’Uoular account, so do 
not think me vainglorious.

2 find that two of 
my now troops have boon detained on the inad, hut 
will reach Delhi in a day or two, and others Aom 
Labors wiU soon arrive.

Camp, Djsuri, Juyuii 24^.—I retnmed here this 
morning at 2 P.K., racy tilled and on well, and not able 
to write mneh, for I have been obliged to have roconrae 
to the doctor. 

People have got an absurd story about my being 
shut up in a fort, without food or chance of escape I 
The GonerAl's aidC'dc-oamp tolls no tlio old man 
believed this ridiculous report and was fturly frfgliteoed, 
getting no sloop for two nights.

Hnodowoll and I wero retiirniug (bringiug awny 
three guns left by tbo ocemy, end having made 
arraegomeuta mid collocted camels for bringing in 
the empty teats, &e.)> 1’^® odvnnce'gimrd 
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ooming sloiyly forward io graad array I Ix&d 
bMo OD io tlia jnli atid old fort, i^vo or tlu'co miles 
lioTond Delhi^ and cxecutud many a etra^i'ler. I 
brought io (he mesa ptatoofUio 6otb Nnlivc Infantry, 
Uteir atAndards, drums, and oUior tlunga. MacdoweU 
and I had baim for five Itours iindde the Dullii gftto, 
hunting ebout, before a guard was sent to balco charge 
of it. 

The next day I got pormiMon, after inueh argu¬ 
ment and out^oaly, to go and bring in ibo lung, fui 
whifih (though uegoliatioDB for hie life had been 
entertained) no pvovlaioo. had been audo and no 
etepa taken, and hie favounte wife alao, and the young 
imp (her aou) whom ho bad duetiaod to euooeed him 
on ^e throne. Thte was siioeesafully acoompliahed, 
at the expouse of vast fhtigiie and no trifling nsk.* 
I ihon set to work to got hold of the villuin princes.

After 
t\vc honra of woidy atriro and very nnxioua ikiape&io, 
tlioy nppcnrcd, and aakod' if their hvce hod boon pro- 
miftod by Ibo Govoi'nment, to wbioh I aoawerod 
'most oortuiily uot,' and eent tiiom awny ftom tbo 
tomb towards the city, cndor a ipoard. I Iboii went 
with tho rest of tho So ware to tbo toosb, und found 
it crowded with, 1 should tliiok, somo 6000 or 7000 of 
tbo Kr^anto, bangeva-ou, and scum of the pnlace end 
city, teking vefugo in the cloisters which lined the 
w&Ila of tlie tomb. I saw at a glance that there was 
nothing for it but detcrmioation and & hold frost, m 
X demaodod in a vofee of authority tbo inetant 
aunsmclor of their arms, ko. They immediately 
obeyed, with an tilnority I acaroely dared to hope for, and 
ia Iw than two houiv they brought forth from inou- 
moiablo biding-plaoea acme joc eworda aod more 
than thatnnmbor of rkro-brnsa, besides homes, bulloebe, 
and covered carts ctdled * Xbotlkf,' used by the women 
and cunuolvi of the palace. I then orraugsd tbe 
arms and animnla iu lliu Mntve, bdU left an evmed 
guAi'd witii tliom, while 1 wont to look after my 
priaone^iB, who, with their guard, bad moved on 
towards Bolbi.

' masters. On iie aiet a note fVom Hodsou, ’’Coiuo 

* sborp, bring one hundred men." OiT 1 went, Ume 
' 6 o’clock A.u. To CKplatn why bo wrote to mo, I, 
' must tell you that adthongb be commandod tUc 
' regitnont, be was also the bead of the Intelligence 
'Department, and lived in the Qeueral’s quarUrs, 
' while I lived with the regiment, comcaiuidijtg it in 
' bis abeenoo, as being Second in conucand. Well,

' and woie six mike from J)<^i. At lengtli, I

' conditionally, fnneyingt I suppoae, as ve had spaitd 
' tlw King, WQ weald spate them. So the messeeger 
‘ woe sent to saytliey were coming. Wo sent ten men 
' to moot them, and by Hodson^s order I drew tho 
' troop up oorose tlm rocui, ready to receive them, and 

* sheet tbem at ouce if there was any attempt at 
‘ a rescue. Sooa they appeared In a srnnll " Kuth” 

' or Hiadoostenec cart drawn by bullocks, fire 
‘ treopors on coch side. Boliind them thronged 
' about 3000 or 3000 (1 am uot exonerating) Mussul* 

' mane. Wo mot thorn, au d at once Hodson and I rode 
' up, leaving the men a little lo tlie rear. Tliey 
' bowed os we come up, and nodson, bowing, ordered 
' tlio driver to move on. This woe the minute. The 
' crowd bobiod made a movement. Hodson wavrd 
' them bock ; 1 beckonocl to the troop, whioU come up, 

' and in on instant formed them up between the 
' crowd and tho cart. By Kodsou^a ordox I advanced 
' at a walk on tlic people, who fell bock sullenly and 
‘ slowly at our approach. It wsa touoU and go. 
' Meanwhile Uodwn galloped bock, and told the 
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' floxvikrs (lo) to linrry tho pi’iaow on flloug tlio road,

' Tbo/ mtirod ou Hamayoon'a tomb, and stop by step

' Lenving t);o inon oiitaido, IIcKluon nnd myself (T 
' rIiiu 1( to him thronglioiil), witli four men, rotio up 
' tlio stops into tho nrali,* wliun ho eiiU»l out Ui tlioii; 
' to lay down thob* arms, TIktq wm n mnrnnir. 
' Ho rcUomted tho oommaud, und (Ood knows why, 
' I novcT can undoreUnd it) ihoy commciioc<l doing 
' so. Now you see wo didu^fe winl tlioir nrinu, 
' and under ordinary cironmstancos would not bavo 
' risked our lives in so lasU a but whai wo 

* wanted was to gain ilmo to get tUo princes away, 
'for we could bavo done nothing liad tlioy attacked 
‘ os, but cut oiir way bock, and veiy IiUlo ohaiiuc 
' of doing evon thia successfidly, M^ell, tboiD wu 
'stayed for two hoius, coHccting tboir aiins, and I 
' oesare yon I thought every moment thoy would rueli 
' upon us. I said nothing, but smoked all tho time, to

' not ohui'g^ them? I merely lay, wo wore one 
' lumdrcd men, nnd tlxoy wok fully dooo. I am sot 
’ oxf^orutin^;; ilie official i‘Opcrta will show yon it ia 
' nil trnu. Aa wo got about a mile oir, liodson tnruod 
' to ino ni)(t eaid, "Well, Mae, wo'to got there at 
'laet;” niul we both gave a aigb of relief Never 
' in my lilb, under the heuvieat lire, have 1 been in 

* auuli Immuiont danger. Everybody aaya it iethe meet 
' ilitHhing and dming tiling tlmt has been dons for yoira 
' (not ou my port, for I movely obeyed orders, but on 
’ llodaon’e, who planned and oaiTied it out). Well, 
' I mxiet ilnisli my itory, Wo came up bo the priuoos, 
' now about five miloa fi«ici whore we had Ukea them, 
' sud oloio to Delhi. The inoreesing orowd prtaeed 
' cloao on the hoi*Ma of tho aowan, and eaeamod 

* eveiy moraout a more boetile appearenoo. “ What 

* eliail wo do >vitb thorn ?” eaid UodeoD to mo. " I 
‘ think we bad bottoi* shoot them here; we eh all nevsr 
' got tliojn m." 

' We had idoDtidfld them by means of a nopliow of 
' {ho king’s whom we bad with ns, and who turned 
‘ king’s oTidenoe. Eoeidee, they acknowledged thorn* 
' eolvoe to be the men. Thoir oaraei were Mima 
' Mogul, the king’s nephow and bead of the wholo 
'bosinsas; Mu'sa Kleliere Sultamct, who waa also

' tho oeie. There w&a no timo to be lost; wo halted 
' the troop, put five troopore ooioes (he road bolund and 
'in front. Hodeou oidered tho Tnnccs to strip and 
' get again into tlio cart; he Dicn ehot thorn ivitli his 

* own hand. So ended tho ooroer of tho ohiohi of the 
' revolt, and of the grcctoat villoina tliat over shmnod 
' humanity. Icfoio the/ woi’o shot, UoduGn nd* 
' di'ttsod our mon, explaining who they wero, and 
'why thoy wore to eoffor deathj tlie offbot was 

* marvellous, the Museulmnns seemed stmok witli a 
' wholesome idea of retiihutlon^ and tho Silcbs ihontod 
' with delight, while the mass moved off slowly and 
'silently. One of the eowars pointed out to tno a 
' man running rapidly aoroie a piece of enltlvatod 
' ground, with Arms gleaming in Uis sunlight. X and 
' the sowar rode after liim, when I dlioovoi’oU it 
' tvas tJio king's favourite ouniioli, of whoso otrooitics 

* we had heard so much. Tho sowar out liini down 
' instantly, and wo I'oturood, woU satisOed that wo 

* hod rid the world of such a monster. It was now 
'four o'olook: Hodson rode into tho city witli the 
' cart contunirg tho bodios, and hod them plucud iu 
' tho most piiblio street, wboro all might sco thorn. 

' Side by tide they lay whore, four montlis bufoi'C, on 
' the same spot, thoy bod outraged and murdorod our 
' women. 1 went qoiotly homo with tho troop, 

' nearly dead, linving had nothing (oxoept orator) sinus 
' six o'clock tho previous night. I have not time to 
' write you of my subsec^uont adventuros, bat will 
' next mail. Wo bavs gained a gi'cat dool of kv8oc 
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' for this bosi&CM; &cid I heikr are to be rewarded ia 
* Bomo way or otbor.’ 

Some montlis later my brotlier wrote witli 
reforeaco to tliis matter

... I roe tb&t macy people suppose tlmtl hod pra> 
mtsed tho oM E^ingbis lifo ^erbe vm OAOgbi Pray 
controdiot tbis. Tho proimae waa giren two doya be> 
rorc> to indueo him to leave tho rebel troops and 
i^tom to the near neighbourhood of Belbi within 
toocb, Oeneinl Wilson refused to send troops in 
puiauii of Uimj and Co avoid gi'cater oalamities I tbeu, 
and not till then, ubed and obtained permission to 
offer bim liis wretebed life, ou the ground^ and solely 
on the ground, that thers was no other way of getting 
liirt into our posseesioo. The people were gathering 
lound Uim. His name would have been a tocsio whieli 
would have raised the whole of llindoostac, and tlio 
Hajas and Bi^pootana in the south wonld have been 
forced to have joined in the rising, which wonld then, 
have been universal. Was it not better to get hd 
of all this, and secure ourselves from farther misoluef 
at Ibo simple cost of spoHng the life of an old man 
of ninety ? It must be remembered, too, that we had 
no troops loft to moot any further augmeutatioD of 
our enemies. A small foree under Colonel Qrealbed 
was with difiloulty foond, some days Inter, to go to¬ 
wards Agra; and it was clear to me then (as ex¬ 
perience has since shown) that we had still months 
to wait for r^nforcemcots from homo. Hove is 
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F8ll^ulr73 tlio King was cnuglifc ia SoplomLcr, and 
yet up to ihU preseat ilay die ComrDaudQr*in*Chief 
lias not; been able to send a siugla eoldiar of all ibat 
liavo arrived fiom Engload ap ne far as Dolbi; und 
all Boliilouiidj all Oodoj a gruab part of Central 
India, nil BuadulGund, and most of lloUnr, uro elill hi 
tUo lionds of tbo onciny. Would it liavu 1 h;CU wi»o 
to havo given. In addition to all tills, so Mlruiig un 
iucoDtivo to combiaution, to ilio ivailika men of ilia 
north-wost, as they ivouUl havo liad in Llio pemon of 
a SAQi'ed and 'heaven*bom' mouarcb, dcUiruiieil, 
wnuderiog and homeless, bnt baolted by a whale army 
in rebollion ? lam blmiied for it now; but knowing 
that tliere was no other way of getting him into our 
power, I am qnito contont to take the obloquy, It 
will borenfter be ndmiitod Uiat ono of the greatest 
blo^TS ^vus Bti'ualc ut tile root of the rubollion whoii tlio 
old king w?is led a capLiTO into bis oivn polaco on 
tlie aietof Soptember, 1857.* Stnuige, that sotuu of 
iliose who ai’o loudest against me for spaiaiig tbo 
King, are also crying out at my destroying bis soin*. 
'Quousquo tandem?' I may well oxuluhn, But ui 
point of &ct> 1 an qiiito 1211111101*001 to damonr oitdior 
way. I m&de up my mind at tlvo tino to bu abused,

I am indebted to Sir T. Seaton for an

' "vexed questions s”—^y did be goarontoetbe Ufa 
' ofllu) Kojjg? Why diillio strip thopiiuees? lie 
' giinrautcod the life of the Sing, becouso bo wns 
' oinlcred to do so by C^ucrol Wilson; aud I tliiuk 
' that under tbo clrcujnstancas it was wieo and 
' prudent (tboiigb highly dlstAstaful to the OenenJ), 

' for it coobled us to get bold of tbe nonttnal head 
' of the groat robellion, and to seeure tbo capture of 
' those gimter scoundrels, the princes. No one ever 

* Ui ought ont here of asking why ha stripped the 
' princes, or inther why he made them take off their 
' upper garments. It certainly was not as the Fnucb 
' stupidly assert, " poor ns pas gftter Je bntiu,'* for if 
^ the upper oorrosponded wltli the nether clothes in 
' which the bodies wore laid out, tiioy would have 
' been denr nt a shilling the lot. He made thorn strip 
' ofl* their upper goraients, to renderthoir death and

' si7C and terrible. Some people ask, " Why did be 

< shoot them Iniuclf ?" To lliis I wib reply by 
‘ another quosUou, What would have been the eOhet 

* on that vast crowd of a single monout’s boeilatiou 
‘ or appeavfluco of besitabon ?^’ ’ 
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Before iiiis chapter closeS; I viJl izksert 
one or two anecdotes and descriptioiiB of inj 
brother, from letters written at this time by 
officers before Delhi, which have been kindly 
placed at my disposal. They will lielp to fill 
up the picture of him, wHchmay bo drawn 
from his own diary. 

One says 5— 

way Hodaoa naddto work was quite luiroeulous. 

* He was a slighter nan aud lighter weight than I 
' am. Tlien be had that most valnable gilt, of beiug 

* able to get Tofreshing sleep on horsebsek. I bare 
' been oat with him all night rollowing aod watch* 
' ing the euemy, when he has gone off dead a^eop^ 
‘ wakiug op after an hour as fVesh as a lark; whereas, 
' if I went to sloop in the saddle, the odds tvero Ifcll 
' off 00 my nose. 

' He was the very perfeotioa of a frce-lonee/' 

' an d sDcIi aa 1 utell igence OlBocr I Ho used to know 

* what the rebels bsd for dinoer in Delhi. 

' In a fight he woe glorious. If there wae only s 
'good hard skrimmnge he was os happy as a king. 

' A beautihil ewordsmao, he never foiled to kill his 
' aao i and the way he used to play with the most 
' brave and furious of these rebels was perfect. I 
'fancy I see him now, smiling, laughing, pairying 
' roost fearful bbws, as ealiuly os if he were brnshing 
' off flies, calling out all the time, " Why, try again, 

' now,” “ TVlat'a tlmt ?” " Do you ooll yocrself a 
' swotdsman ?” &o. 

'The miy tbatin a pursuit Ueusod to mausge hiehog* 
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' epear vraa airacaloos. It alw&ye seemed to me that

* His judgmest was os groat os his coorago^ and 

* the heBTior the ^ or tho greater the dilLonlty, the

Auotker (Six T. Seaton):— 

'You know tlmt, during the whole of the terrible 
' eioge of Sclhi, wo lived together in the same tenl^ 
' and; excepting while on duty; we were never separate. 
' It wna thoro I saw, in all tboir eplendonr^ his noble 
' soldierly qualities; never fa^guod, novQr downcast, 
' always cool and calm, with a olicorfiil countenance 
‘ and a word of encouiagoment for every one. 

' 2 osed often to say, ** Here, Hodson, is somebody 
' else coming for comfort.'' 

' It was there I learned the depth and intensity of 
' hioadhetion for bis wife; like the man, it^vas out 
‘ of tbe common. You know how ho nursed me when 
' T was wounded. I am indebted for my rapid i^ccck 
' very, in a very groat mcasuro, to bis caro and fore- 
thought; and it was whilst lying helpless aud feeble

the morlc. Mon and horsos oanuotlivo on 'notliuig 
a day ond find tUeunelves/ and any I’Ogulur oflloe* 
work is iittoiiy irapossibla while wo lu'e kept so pen* 
potunlly in tho saddle. It ia ratlior hnrd on a uew 
regiment, 'raised on aervioe’^and a little bard on 
ilroir commandAnt too^but nil will come stroigltt in 
tho ond, I doubt not.

It will he seen by Uie foregoing letters th/vt 
Hodaon's Horae bod by tliis time acquivod 
such propoxtions tliat they admitted of being 
diridod. One detachment, under Lieut. Goug^i, 
bnd been aent with Colonel OreutheeVe colnmn 
towards Agra, and after wards joined Sir Colin 
CaropbelTs £01*00, and took part, with much 
diatinciioc, in the dual relief of Lucknow by 
Sir CoHn and Sir James Ootram. 

The main body, witli their comman riant, 
aocompanied Brigidior Showors, and wore of 
great eervieo in anticipating the movoments 
and cutting off tlie retreat of the flying onemy, 
as well as in scouring tlie couutryond bringing 
in supplies. Hieir rapidity of movement and 
daslhng courage made them a terror to tlie 
rebel forces, who had, on more thaii one occar 
sion, painful experience of the keenness of 
thnir sabres. 

In the course of the expedition, the forces of 
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eeveral re1)el nyalis ware defeatoJ, tliaif strong:- 
liolds captured, with man^ guns, and traasm'o 
amounting to 70,000/. taken, beaidos largo 
quantities of cattle. 

On one occasion npwarde of 1700 head of 
cattle had been takon. Wlion tlioy wove 
brought in, Brlgodior Showcn cxul aimed, 
‘ Hang me I wliat in the world am I to do with 
them ? It would take h^Uf my force to con¬ 
voy tliem back to Delhi. 1 can’t take tlicm.' 
On this Gi^tain Hodaon said, ^ Well, tdr, will 
you sell them to rae, and ilet mo tako niy 
chance?’ 'Willingly/ said the Brigadier; 
BO the bargain was struck ibr two rupeos a 
bead. Captnin Hodson sent tliem oK, uudov 
cliargo of tlieir drivers, and two or tliree of 
bis own sowars, to Delhi, where they arrived 
safely, and w(u*o of courso sold at a Liirgo pvodlj. 

The speculation ivuTidd out a good onu, but 
the cliances wore against it. No one else, 
probably, under tlie ciroumstances, would have 
run tlie risk, and the cattle would have been 
left behind. 

I mention this anecdote as showing tlmt in 
small things as well as great my brother 
lufused to acknowledge diOlculties, and de¬ 
served the character given him of being the 
most' wide*awake’ man in the army. Shortly 
afterwards he invested part of the proceeds in a 
house at Umbfda which happened to be then 
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put up for a forcad salo at a great depreciation. 
Thia consequently went among his friends by 
the name of tlie ' cow-house.*

to Delhi, he applied for a &w weeks* leave, in 
order to join his wife, who bad come down 
from Simla to UmbfUa.

'advance was so eteady that ColonolSoaton oidoiud. 
' the CaraliDeers to oliflrge the guua, wbioh they did 
' ia the most gallaot stylo, taking tltum und outtiag 
'down the gunnel’s, losiog, howeror, thrca out of 
' four offices,‘VTardlaiv, Hudson, andVyae. This was 
' on tbs right. Our infimtiy tn the contra odvanood 
' in line, bat did not come into action, in eonsc^uoncc 
' of the r^>id movement of idle ea/alry and artillery. 

' On the left, our regiment was placed, to prevent 
' tbsir turning onr fianU, as they threatened to do. 
' Tbo dust was so tremendoue that I could see no- 
' thing, so the regiment was halted, and I redo Ibr* 
' ward, when I saw tlie Corabineoie charging on the 
' right, and the whole of the cnemy^e infuntiy and 
' cavalry rctliing in front of ino. Immodiotely, with* 
* out waitiag for orders, Tmng out “ Charge,” and 
' charge we did, and npset thorn in overy directioa 
' for miles. I waa nearly wonuded once or twice iri 
‘ the pursuit, by deeperete men fighting for their 
' llv^, but escaped withont a scratch. Wo bad twenty- 
' throe men killed or wonnded.*

Oil tlio 5tli Colonel Seaton's column, with 
their convoy, joined the Comiaander-in-Ohief, 
and wore merged in his forces. Head-quarters 
wero established at Futtebgnrh, which had sur- 
rondyred without fighting. 

On tlio night of the a6th January,* a force 
under the command of Brigadier Admn Hope

and afterwards adds—* Bode to sea Hodson ; he is moch

gQi'h to attack a large body of rebels assembled 
at Sbumshabad, about twelve miles from tbe 
city, where they arrived the next morning. 
Tlio expedition was completely successful in its 
ol^’ects, hut it was an ilhstarred day for

sclvcs highly as usuaJ^ but earned thoir distinc¬ 
tion dearly by the loss they in officers snstaiued, 
IdUed or wounded, as the following letter will

TOM SOLBIBfe’S VKATK. 

T HAVE no intention, of attempting any 
^ detailed accotmt of the at^ operations 
before Luc^ow. 'rh&y coinmenced witli tbe 
ibrowing two bridges across ibe river (on the 
5tli), sending a force under Qencrat 
Outram to the other side. On the 9th the 
Martini^ was stormed: on the following dny 
the enemy’s first line of works on the canal was 
abandoned: onr baticiiee were tlicn advanced 
across the canal, an d Banks’ Hau«, immediately 
opposite to the Begum's Palace (or Kotcc), and 
within musket range, was occupied. 

On the afternoon of the ixth Miyor Hod* 
son received orders to move bis regiment 
nearer to the city walls. Having given dirco* 
tions to his Adjntanb I/iontenant Gougli. he 
said he wonld ride on and look out a nice spot 
for their now camping ground, and be back 
in time to march with ^em. On his way he 
heard firing, and riding forward, found that the 
Begujn’s Palace was to be attacked. He 
immediately rode to the place, and finding his 
fnend Brigadier N^ier direcring tiie attack, 
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said laagliingly* ‘ I am com© to take care of 
' you; yoTi liav© no business to go to work with- 
‘ out me to look after you.' The assault was 
satccssfuL* He entered tlie bioscb with 
General Napier and several otliers. In a few 
minutes they were separated in the and 
Couoral Napier Raw notliing more of liim till 
lie was 8cmt for to Mm 'dangerously wounded.’ 
Tlio Surgeon of his regiment gives the foDow- 
ing account:—

Great and irreparable os was hie loss to 
Ills family and hia friende, oe a husband, a 
brother, and a friend, I boliovo that, at tho 
particular juncture at which ho was taken 
away, it was still greater, as a soldier, to hia 
country. It would be dilEonlt to ovcr'Csti- 
mate tho value of the services which he might 
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havd rendered, if spared, in the pacifying of 
Oude after tlio capture of Lucknow, or the 
influence whicli lie might have Jiad on the 
fortunes of the war. On o of those best qualified 
to judge declared that 'Hodson witli his regi¬ 
ment would have been worth 10,000 men.' His 
peculiar qnaUAuaUons for Asiatic warihre would 
liavu found an appropriate held for thoir display.

should have received, with the exception of a 
brevet majority (to whicli he was entitled for 
services in 1849), no mark of hia Sovereigu'ii 
approbation, no recognition of gallant services 
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and deeds of darings one^tenth part of whicli 
would have covered many of fortuue^s favourites 
with decorations. 

That recognition, however, which was 
officially witlilicid, Los hciui given in a mow 
marked form by tiio spontaimous expression 
of the foelin gs of his brotlxorson -arms. A com¬ 
mittee, composod of oXHccrfi of the highest 
eminence, has been formed at Calcutta for tlm 
sake of recording, by some permanent momo- 
rial, their adcaivation of his gallantry and skill, 
and it has been determined that it ahould take 
the form of a monument in Lichfield Cathodral. 

Kor will his name be forgotten in India, even 
by men in office. The rogiinont which he 
raised still is 'Hodson’s Iforsoi' and by an 
order, published in the GnzHte of August 13th, 
is constituted a brigade, consisting of tlie ist, 
md, and 3rd Eegimcnfe of 'Hodaon’e Horso.^

services. 
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
